I am in receipt of the Secretary's letter 
#129-6-5 of 4th instant authorizing an expenditure of $4000 
for repairs to Sioux Lookout School. 

Mr H. McKinnon, M.P. phoned me up yesterday 
and informed me he had received a telegram from the Minister 
re purchases of materiale and labour on this work, He wanted 
to know if we were having the work done, :by senene | al and 
I informed him that we were getting prices,, 4n we had 
had a report from Mumford and “edland's man ip Winnipeg, who 
estimated what we would require, and also that as this firm 
had poy g the engines, and the school authorities 
desired Mumford-Medland to do the necessary work of 
putting things in shape again, we would probably give them 
the work providing their prices were right, as authorized by 
Ottawa. and that the work of repairing the buildings would go 
to the Contractor in Sioux Lookout who was so we were informed 
the only firm there for this building work. 

Mr McKinnon seemed very annoyed that work should 
be awarded to Winnipeg firms, although any firms in Senora 
who might wish to tender would have to get nearly all their 
supplies &c from Winnipeg - 

Mr McKinnon gave me the names of firms in 
Kenora he wished me to contact and get prices from, and I am 
obeying his instructions, put I do not think they will be in 
a position to do the work as satisfactorily or as cheaply as 
Mumford Medland, However 1 am awaiting their tenders and will 
give the work to the cheapest firm providing they can give me 
assurance the work will be satiggactory and everything put into 
good working order. 

% Mr McKinnon asked me if I had a preferred list 
for “enora, I informed him we had not, but on any special jobs 
I reteived instructions where to obtain prices &c, he said I 
should have this and he would see I received it immediately, 
he rather blamed the Department for not having sent this before 
but I informed him we had never received any complaints from 
anyone as to where we purchased materials or with whom we 
dealtas we used good judgment.

I enclose copy of a letter to H.B.McKinnon, M.P. tn 
reply to one of his, as Mr Meikle, my clerk, informed 
-me MrMcKinnon was in on Saturday whilst I was out of Town 
and that he was very annoyed and seemed to think the 
work had already been awarded to some Winnipeg firm, 
which was not the case. 

I saw Mr Mumford, on Saturday, he and 
other firms had not been asked to tender, the only thing 
we had got,was an estimate from Mumford and Medland as 
to what it would cost to make good the damage done by the 
fire, and this firm sen@ a man down to make an estimate 
for which they were charging us, and also for the rent 
of engines temporarily to give Light and water, whilst 
we were awaiting the diesision of “eadquarters. 

Mr Mumford informed me Mr Fife ( one of 
the firms from Senora) who I was asked to get a price 
from,had been in to see him, and informed him a Kenora 
firm had to get the work, and asked Mr Wedland if he 
would do the work for Pate "ahoula he be awarded the 
work, Mr weeeree agreed to do this, although both his 
firm and Vife's had been asked to put in a price. 

If Fife does this,he will no doubt, put 
in alower price,and will probably get the work, but he 
will only be able to do this,by getting the engines &c 
Kkedlandghan supply, as they happen to have suitable ones 
on hand,and they are working on an electric light contaact 
they have at Hudson, 7 miles from the School. 

I am writing this letter for your 
information,as Mr “eikle informs me Mr MoKinnen has to 
go to Toronto, and that he was going to Ottawa after,to 
see you, and I think you should have all the information 
on hand.

Re fire at $ioux Lookout Residential School and 
reference previopge correspondence, I went to the school 
on Thursday la and met Colonel Fife of the Fife Hard- 
Ware Co. amd H.Cheyne of the Cheyne Blectric, there, both 
ef Kenora, who spected the school and then made a tender 
on the work to be done. 


On discussing the matter with the Acting Principal, the 
Contractors and later with Dr. Westgate, Secretary of the 
Indian Residential School Commission, it was decided, if 
possible to only do temporarly carpenter work and save where- 
ever possible to a later date, so as to enable us to put in 
a water tank, as the tower in present use is almost useless. 


Mumford Medland Co. made a tender of $2844:39, Fife 
Hardware of $2 723 and the Cheyne Blectric of $3080:20, 
for the material a: labour including a 2000 gal. tank so 
as to put the water and lights in good serviceable condition. 


In addition to the above we have accounts of $100:63 for 
C.N.R. work on fire. $750:98 Mumford Medland, expert, wages 
and accounts for other material supplied by them and other 
firms. 


In connection with the rebuilding so as to enable the 
sacheol to get a tank, the school and church authorities 
agreed to limit the amount of repairs, which will cost $300:00 


This work will be given to Mr. Bdmonds of Sioux Lookout 
who is the lowest tenderer. 


As the names of Fife Hardware Co. and Mr. F. Edmonds 
were given to ud by Mr. H. B. McKinnon Kenora and their tenders 
were lowest we wired you last night asking if we could awand 
the contracts to them.

Dear Sir: 


I am sending you a list of requirements that are very necessary 
for our School this summer: 


First: ‘The water line as I explained to you back in the winter 
as @ leakage somewhere and we will have to dig it up to ascert- 
ain where the leakage is, that will involve a considerable amount 

of labour. 


We had somewhat similar trouble about six years ago and found the 
breakage to be in one of the joints, caused through ea pipe that 
was lying on a rock. Instead of the roek being blasted out when 
the line was put in, the pipe was bent over the rock which left 
it bearing haré on the rock, Although this is a way below the 
frost lime I havs been told by two different engineers that a pipe 
bearing hard on rock like that is very apt to break. Any way, 
there is a leakage and we are not able to get our water without 
priming the pipe every time we pump and sometimes that fails. 

We have been on during the winter as best we could as it 
would have been double the work digging through frost. 


I would like the Department to give us a little help with the ex- 
pense of this. 

I am also asking for engine and jump and connections that we could 
Place over the top of the well and connect up to the present wate 
line. It would give us an unlimited supply of water in case of 
fire as our tank, engine and pump are enclosed in the main build- 


ing and if a fire oceurred in the building like happened last fall 
We would have no provisien at all to fight the fire. 


Of course the pump and engine would have to have a little house to 
enelose it ower the well but would be always ready for emergencies.

Removing the fire escapes round to the front of the building, 
which was suggested by Dr. Westgate, who has written the Department 
on this matter. I had a man out here to give me a price on the 
cost of this and I feel sure that Two Hundred Bollars would cover 
these items. 


ets fhe uptakes and pipes leading from boilers te the chinm- 
ney have to be renewed before next winter as they are burnt 
ew im several places, ‘The cost of these pipes will be Ninety 
Dollars. 


I would also like to get sufficient galvanized sheets to line the 
engine room and cover the boiler room ceiling. It was a metallic 
eeiling that saved the building from total destruction last fall. 


As the funds were cut down to the minimum when repairs were dene 
last fall, the lining of the engine room with metal was.not able 
to be considered. 


Seventyefive Bollars would cover the cost of metal for that. We 
would put it on ourselves.

AS requested in Department letter 129-6-5, 
dated April 28th, I inspected the Sioux Lookout Indian 
Residential School on May 26th, 1937. 

I found 92 pupils enrolled, 45 in the 
junior room and 47 in the senior room. Mise Dole is the 
teacher for the juniors and Mise Kilford for the seniors, 

I consider the class room work only fair; the reading could 
searcely be heard and there was no expression. The 

ehildren appeared indifferent and displayed lack of interest. 
Mise Kilford is only supplying and Miss Dole started her 
work last September; consequently neither of the teachers 
have had much chance to make a showing. 

The children were clean, and both boys and 
girlie had their hair neatly trimmed and combed. Their clothes 
and footwear appeared quite satisfactory. 

The girls' dormitories were well aired, clean, 
and 211 beds neatly made. The row of poste supporting the 
roof on top of this dormitory were all loose. Apparently 
the lower floore have sunk and the roof is holding its 
original pitoh. These poste should be tightened by means of 
blocks, and I am writing Mr. Mayo, instructing him to have 
this work done. 

The boya' dormitories were both in good 
condition. The school was built for 180 pupile. Consequently 


with only 92, there is no overcrowding. One toilet bowl was

leaking at the connection and I pointed this out to the 
principal, requesting him to have it repaired et once. 

The building throughout wae clean, and the interior 
decoration in fair sondition. 

The boye' washroom needs V-joint in the lower 
part of the wall. These walls were originally plastered but 
the plaster is badly breken and V-joint would be wore serviceable. 

The roof leaks over the passage leading to the 
boiler room and thie should be repaired at once. Mr. Mayo has 
wallboard with which to fix the walle. I em authorizing this 
very necessery repair. 

The fire hose are in good repair and extinguishers 
and axes are located on each floor throughout the building. The 
fire escapee are on the back of the building, directly over the 
kitehen and boilers, and the inside stairs pase down along the same 
side of the building. A different arrangement is absolutely 
necessary. I consider the fire escapes should open direotly off 
the dormitories and these could be located either at each end of 


the building or in front. A veranda acrose the front with sliding 


poles from one floor to the next would be ideal. I hesitate to 


make a definite recommendation until a new principal is appointed. 
The water syetem now in use I consider good, but 
believe another tank is necessary, ae well as the pump suggested 
by Mr. Mayo. The stand pipe leaked too badly to be of ume and was 
too costly to heat during the winter. 
It io necessary at once to repair the pipe line and 
I am writing asking Mr. Mayo to do this. The well needs some 
repairs and a new trap door should be provided and locked. 
At present, a lid 24" square is simply laid on top of the platform, 
which is not safe where little children are concerned, I am 


@lso writing regarding this matter. 
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The cattle number 52 head. I consider, at a 
sehool loeated such as this one is, that 15 milk cows would megt 
their requirements and that only two or three heifer calves shoul 
be raised. All the feed must be shipped in and I am sure it 
coste over $3,000 per year for feed, besides the full time 
services of a man. This is a bush country and even saffici ent 
pasture is not available. 

The cattle are in good condition and receive 


excellent care. This herd was tested some time back for Bang's 


disease but Mr. Marshall did not kill all the reactars. The 


inepector made a re-test thie spring and insisted on the disposal 
of the two reactors and their offepring. Mr. Mayo has the four 
head deolated and will carrg out instructions. I approve of 
having milk for the pupils but do not approve of expensive 
hobbies which the principale sometime acquire. A grade herd of 
12 or 15 good milk cows is all that is needed and the young stock 
should not be raised because the purchase of feed makes this 
impossible. I am sure a 3 year old heifer, raised under present 
conditions, will cost three times the price of a good milking 
grade cow. A herdéeman gives all his time in the care of this stock, 
which makes ean added expense of at least $600.00 per year, and 
board. In a wooded country such as this, where all feed must te 
purchased and shipped in, only producing animale should be kept 
and the number should be reduced to the minimum. 
The poultry house ie used as a stock barn. 
I consider poultry a necessity ani they certainly do not require 
grain in quantities to prohibit keeping a reasonable number. I 
think the Department should insist that certain stock and poultry 


be kept at each school and, if necessary limit the quantity. 
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The cultivated land does not exesed 18 acres. 
They have 4 good horses, a Fordson tractor, dise harrows, 
plough breaker and garden scuffler. I consider they have 
plenty of machinery for their cultivated land. There are no 
hay meadows, consequently there is no need for & mower or rake. 

The telephone line needs repairing but there is 
ataff enough at the school to do this work. 

The building would be better for a coat of paint; 
but if the necessary program of work is carried out, there will 
be little, if any, money for the purchase of paint. 

The staff at thie school is the largest I have known, 
considering the number of pupils. Not counting Mr. Marshall, there 
are six men and, ae pointed out abowe, the farm work ie little 
more than gardening; outeide of the cows and four horses there 
ie mo stock and all feed is purchased. There are eight lady 

members on the staff but I have no doubt they are kept busy. 

Mr. Marehall, in my opinion, is still a very sick 
man and I doubt if he will again be able to do any work. He is 
confined to his bed, is very weak and has 4 trained nurse in 
constant attendance. Dr. Westgate is away and will not be back 
for a month. Before incurring any large expenditure, I would 
like to discuss matters with Dr. Weetgate and learn his plane in 
connection with the principalship. A new principal will have his 
own ideas and by waitink we may save considerable expense. The 
work authorized should not cost more than $150.00. I will again 
write the Department after discussing the situation with Dr. 
Westgate.

I wish to refer to my recon Report 


Since that report, the pipe line has 
been repaired, also the roof over the passage way 
to the boiler room, but no bills have been submi tted 
to this office, The material required to repair the 
roof was listed as follows - 
12 sheets galvanised iron 
2 metallic shingles 
5 metallic ceiling sheets 
lbs. solder 
gale. turpentine 
" paint oil 
The labour was to be supplied from the school etaff. 
Dr. Westgate has returned and strongly 
recommends the pump and engine suggested in the first 
paragraph of Mr. Mayo's letter to Agent Bdwards, which 
letter the Department have on file. This outfit, 
Pairbanks Moree state, will cost $400.00 ¥,0.B, Winnipeg. 
I am enclosing a clipping of the unit, I agree that 
this extra pump is needed as at present the fire 
protection is indeed very weak. 
Another pressure tank is needed and the 
‘Faleas Iron Works state this will cost approximately 
$700.00 for 2,400 gale. Thies more than takes up the 
money allowed and nothing is left for the other work.

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With reference to the fire escapes, I an inclined 
to leave the present ones alone, but I would recommend a4 
veranda across the front of the school and that sliding 
pole fire escapes be installed. The veranda makes this 
system ideal. The veranda would cost approximately 
$500.00, which is very little more than would be required 
to change the present fire escapes. The school is 
willing to provide most of the labour for building the 
veranda. 

The uptake and pipes from the boiler need renewing 
and thie will cost approximately $100.00. These pipes 
are badly burned and must be renewed. I feel the following 
is necessary and would recommend that authority be 
grented for the work - 

Already authorised, approx. $100,00 — 
Pump and engine 400.00} 
Tank, 2,400 gals. approx. 4 5 
Boiler repairs 

If funds are available, the veranda should be 
erected as outlined and this would give adequate means 
for escape in case of fire. 

I realise only $1,000.00 is provided for repair 
at this school but I am convinced the work outlined should 
be carried out and, with freight charges, the total expanse 
will no doubt reach $2500.00, ay, 

The telephone ‘line has been repaired and I consi der 
the painting can wait, although Dr. Westgate made a 
strong plea that a quantity be provided. 

I will be absent for almost a month and would ask 
that the Agent, Mr. Edwards, be instructed coneerning the 
improvements recommended. 

Mr. Mayo would like permission to remove the old 


stand pipe. It is now only an eye sore and the lumber 
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could be used in building a pump house which will 

be required for housing the new pump unit, I would 
recommend that permission be granted to dismantle the 
etand pipe. I understand the necessary labour will be 
provided by the school. 

Dr. Westgate assures me all re-actors will be 
destroyed and the hefd will be redused to only sufficient 
to accomodate the school. The cost of feed makes it 

Catte[t 
impossible to continue keeping the numb A now carried. 

I have received no definite commitment regarding 
Mr. Marehall’s future but, as stated before, I doubt 
if he will recover suffeiently to again take charge of 
the school. Mr.e Mayo is reliable and is doing good 


work.

Referring to your memoranda

Indian Residential School, it is notedthat while 
Mr. Hamilton recommends that a pump and engine 
be installed, Mr. Mayo states that only a pump 
is necessary.

The engine we have to usefor pumping is a 6$ heps, 500 revolutions 
per minute, fitted with 12" flat pulley, We would need I2* 4" duble 
ply compositiong belting. 


fhe size of tank must not exceed 7* in diameter and must not exceed 
9* in length, fitted with intake anda discharge holes at the bottom, 
watex gaugeon one 6nd and pressure gauge and blow off valve at 75 lbs. 
@his corresponds with the tank we have. 


Would you please give me instructions relating to the third paragraph 
in my letter of Aug. II, ior alterations in engine room to make room 
for tank, I would dso like an answer to the other questions regarding 
the dismantling of the old wooden tank buildings You also made no 
mention in your letter of the suggestion by Mr. Hamilton and Dr. West- 
gate for the fire escape solution. 


An early reply to these questions would greatly oblige as the season 
is getting on.

I note the instructions you give and we sre doing our best 
to comply with them. I have just recharged our extinguishers 
and I make & point of going over the hose, etc. periodically. 


In reply,to paragraph seven of your letter I would again like 
to reminf you of my previous reqmest that we be given better 
fire escapes. Our fire esca@es are all on the rear of the 
building and down onto the boiler room and kitchen roofs and 
the same side of the building as the stairway. The most 
logical place to expect fire from would be the engine room, 
boiler room or kitchen md if such a thing as fire did occur, 
we should have no exit. 

Dr. Westgate and Inspector Hanilton when down here last summer 
both recommended that fire esc@es should be moved to the front 
of the building and suggested a verandah should be erected with 
sliding poles fromeach floor which would give exit from all 
dormitordes and rooms. 


Particulars of same have been submitted t you for this years 
consideration. 


I would like to remini you and call your attention to this and 
sincerely hope that in this year's appropri ation you will be 
able to grant us this pmwtection which wuld greatly relieve 
our anxiety and responsi bility.

which was turned over to me by Mr. Mayo. 


Evidently the question of meving the fire escapes from the 
back or the building to the front of the buildings hes 
been under discussions I% possibly looked a simple matter at 
the tim of your visit ahd Dr. Westgate’s but when we meas- 
ured them Wwe found there would be more than half of these 
stairways to be discarded. They do not come to the windows 
the front the same as they do on the back, To stretch 
ut from the windowe in the front would mean a differ- 
angle on the steir tread and as they are riveted to the 
it would take considerable labour to drill the 
holes by hand. The stretch et the girla’ side is divided 
into five iifferent pieces, two ef them being short pieces 
sjoming to an opening in the middle of the stairway.

Would not overcom the greatest dif 

eontend with, that is, ice and snow, n the winter 
time th ire @gcoapes have alweys been nothing less than a 
leath a wing to the fact that this building hes no eaves 
trough and that there is a eontinual drip from the roof onto 
the centre of the stairway of these fire escapes, making them 
very dangerous. We carry out the Department's inetructions 
as well as we can in keeping the. fire escapes free of snow and 
ice and we try to keep them free of ice ali through the winter; 
but it is absolutely imposaible. I have worked on these fire 
scapes myself together with hogs and before we get down to 
! bottom the top part ie iged again. Then there is the 
danger of the accumulation of ice on the roof aliding off when 
least expected, Now this acewmulation ie not just mere icicle 
but we have taken it off during a slight thaw as thick as 
twelve to fifteen ir es and in some cases these chunks have 
damaged the fire escapes and smaehed in the doors so that I 
ish to bring before your attention the fact that removing the 
from the one part of the building to the other is only moving 
out of the frying pan into the fire. 


I, personally, have brought this matter before the different 
government inspectore whe have visited the school from time 
to time, I have also submitted recommendations and prices 
for other types of fire escapes. I made a study of fire 
escapes when in the buildings in Winnipeg and Toronto, es- 
pecially their séhools and strongly recommended 4 spttal tank 
fire escape sudi as are in use in the Winni; Public Schools 
but the Bepartment thought they were too e 
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I wnderetand thet a recommendation was put in Last year 

whieh I think would overcome 4 lot of our ii ffieulty regarding 
fire escapes, that is, building a verandah on the front of 
the achool, having exite from the dormitories and with a shute 
er stairway from floor to floor. The dst of such a verandah 
might be round about one thousand to twelve hundred dollare. 

I am just making 4 rough estimate aa 1 have not obtained any 
prices on lumber for some time, 


The main thing is to have doors opening out ef the dormitories 
direatly on whatever type of fire escape may be inetalile d. 
The present type, which is on the beck of the building only 
touches the two smallest dormitories and then you have to 
alimb up ovt of a window and in one place over the top of a4 
toilet before you can get on the fire escape iteelf. So I have 
always contended that so far as a help in case of fire they 
would @nly cause delay and waste of time, We are therefore 
depending entirely on our’ regalar stairway as the chief exit 
in case of flanger. So that I wish you would place this 
report before the Jepartment before any attempt should be made 
or money expended on moving the present fire escapes from th 
front of the building and I strongly recommend

In reply your letter 129+665 
lated March 2nd, I enclose copy of a letter 
received from Mr. Marshall, principal of the 
Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School. 


I submitted a report on June 5th,1937, 
on this school and in the report pointed out the 
need for some immediate action in connection with 
the firg escapes. Mr, Marshall suggests the spiral 
tank type of fire escape or a verandah, as suggested 
in my report. I am of theopinion that the type of 
fire escape suggested would be very expensive and 
perhaps cost as much as it would to build the verandah, 
The verandah will serve two purposes - as a means of 
escape in case of fire and, if closed in, will help 
to make the main building wermer, 


In discussing thie with Mr. Mayo some 
months ago, he was of the opinion that $600.00 woulda Zo 
® long way towards building the verandah and perhaps 
another year it could be completed and enclosed with 
stam gash, negessi tating a further expense of 
approximately $6500,00. 


The school needs the best protection 
we gan giv’, and 1 am convinced that the verandah weuld 
supply this protection.

I wish to acknowledge your letter 129-6«5 
dated November 19th, and regret that unfortunately there has 
een some misunderstanding in connection with the expenditure 
authorised at the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School. 


I was worried about this matter and on October 29th, 
937, I wrote the Department pointing out the amount already 
authorised, the balance required, and asking that I be advised 
what further expenditure might be incurred. The Department 
replied on November 10th, file 129-6-5, and I would draw your 
attention to the last two paragraphs. Here it is quite clear 
that a total of $1107.00 had been expended and 1 gathered from 
the reading of the remainder of this letter that I wae free 
to authorise a further expenditure of approximately $200.00; 
With thie in mind, I wrote Mr. Mayo on December 3rd, 1927, 
pointing out that the work omld be carried out and emphasising 
the fact that the amount of $200.00 allowed must not be exceeded, 
A copy of this letter was attached to our letter to you, file 211- 
ll A, of December 3rd, 


In this connection, I quote the following extract 
from a letter received from Mr. Mayo, dated November 30th, for 
your information -« 


"T have this day seen Mr. Otto and while he ia quite willing 
te do this work, he does not care to quote a price for it so 
I have arranged with him to come out and assist with the 
installing the tank and pump etc. at a rate of $80.00 per 
month. I will find some labour to assiet him from this end. 
I dont think I shall need to keep him much over the month. 

I will manage to get the iron for the boiler room and keep 
under the $200.00 you mention." 


The Department will note that Mr. Mayo thoroughly understood 

what work was to be @arried out and that this work did not incluie 
the dismantling and taking down of the tower. It was quite 

clear from my letters that approximately $80.00 wae to be used 

to install the equipment and the balance to put the metal 

oeling on the boiler room. I suggested in the letter that if

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the money authorised were not sufficient, he could perhaps 
arrange for the labour from his ow staff. 


The Department will note from the clesing 
sentence of the extract quoted from Mr. Mayo's letter, thet 
4t wae his intention to get the iron for the roof of the 
boiler room and I presume this was purchased and put on, 
as well as the pipe and pump: installed. Apparently Mr. 
Mayo has spread the amount of money further than anticipated 
as some was used in dismantling the tower. I do not think 
he should be seriously criticized for this. The small 
amount of money paid in wages would not likely have purchased 
the lumber required for the pump house. 


I understood that a1) authorities terminated 
at the end of the fiscal year and I figured this matter 
was satisfactorily closed at that date. I am returning 
the voucher and trust that the explanation given meets your 
approval end that funds are available to make the necessary 


payme nt.

Extract from Inspector Hamilton's report on the 
Sioux Lookout Indian residential school visited 
on June 2, 1939, 


The proposed veranda across the front, to be 
used as a means of fire escape, is under con- 
struction. Mr. Marshall states it will yet require 
about $600.00 for material and $100.00 for labour, 
I consider both figures quite comséTrvative, especially 
as regards to labour. In fact, Mr. Marshall is pre- 
pared to do most of the labour except for certain ; 
finishing work which requires first class carpenters, 
This veranda is most urgently needed as a fire escape 
and indeed is perhaps the sheapest, of a suitable 
kind, that can be constructed. I trust funds are 
available to complete this work. 


The barn is in good repair but Mr. Marshall would 
like lumber to refloor the upstairs of the barn. 
The present floor has dried out, allowing all kinds 
of dust and dirt to filter through. A second floor, 
with paper between, would prevent this and make the 
stable much warmer for the cows during the winter 
months.

As the snow will soon be gone work should be commenced on the 
front verandah and fire escape to try and bring it to completion. 
When we stepped on it last November we found we had to use more 
of the gee dvon slipped up under the main shingles of 

the roof so that we could not complete covert the roof of the 
verandah and we are short twenty pieces as follows: 


14 pieces 8 foot length 
6 pieces 6 foot length. 


We would like very much if the Department would sanction the 
purchase of this as soon as possible. We can put it on end that 
will get the work covered in. 


We have built as far as we can with what labour we oave and have 
now come to the place where we need a first class carpenter to 
de the finishing work. The re-adjustment of radiators wnich are 
under the present windows and pip ean be done by our own 
engineer, ‘The window spaces have to be cut down anu made in to 
door frames and that is a ticklish proposition in itself as well 
as putting down the top floor and the trimming of the outside 
verandah fire escape. ‘here are also two sete of stairs to be 
built so you can see that this will require more than @ jack knife 
carpenter.

Dear Sir: 


Am enclosing list of material necessary to com- 
plete the verandah, All lumber on hand has been checked 
up by Mr. Harju, the carpenter, and together we have gone 
over the things that will be required te finish the job. 
I may say we have kept the cost down as best we could and 
the school management put up the frame work and laid the 
biggest part of the mb floor, We also used bridge timbers 
which we got from the Canadian National when they were 
replacing their tridge at the Four Mile. This meant a sav~ 
ing of four heavy timbers, 12 x 12, 50' long and 5, 12 x 10, 
12° Long. We also used on the sub floor some of the mat~- 
erial that was saved out of the tank when it was taken down. 
We are assisting the carpenter in everyway possible, keeping 
the lumber at his hand and putting one of the men on to 
help him when he needs extra help in putting om long boards. 


You will also note that in all the material so far 
there has been no request for nails as we have supplied them 
out of school funds. 


There should be a certain amount of paint pro- 
cured and would suggest that we buy white lead, oil and 


turpentine and we can add the color to it ouselves. Mr. 
McLaughlin our Nightwatchman and gardener is a painter by 
trade and he would be delighted to be weilding a brush for 
a short time, Even one coat would help preserve the lumber 


and keep it from cracking. 


Paint I have taken this matter up with Mr. Harju and 
ir, McLaughlin, they are both of the opinion that about 


100 lbs white lead 
20 gals. raw linseed oil 
5 gals. turpentine 


would be sufficient to give the work a priming coat and one 
covering coat. I haven't any prices on paint and oils 
as these fluctuate with the market. 


As regards the railing for the top that we were 


speaking of using {" irom pipe. This would take 150 lin. 
tt. 2" galvanized iron pipe togother with the necessary 


fittings.

Dear Mr. Hoey:- 


On my way back to Winnipeg from Ottawa, I visited 
our Sioux Lookout Sehool, not knowing until £ arrived that 
about forty of the children were afflicted with measles, 
I was informed that they brought the disease with them 
when returning from their summer vacation, and that it 
was now reported to be widespread in the semi~remote 
Indian settlements from which they came, As there were 
appreximately one hundred children in the School, with 
prospects that all would gradually be afflicted, we sent 
a@ nurse to assist the one on the staff in looking after 
them, Under the circumstances you will readily understand 
that other children cannot be admitted until those who 
are ill have recovered, 


Mr. Marshall, the Principal, was not quite so well 
as he had beer for the past year or two, having sustained 
some injury to his back when the School motor~boat he was 
driving collided in the darkness with a canoe operated by 
aman and his wife who were visitors in that part, ‘The 
School boat had "navigation" lights burning, but there was 
no light on the canoe, and had it not been that Mr. Marshall 
was running at a very moderate rate, the results might have 
been much more serious than they were. Just before the 
collision, the man and woman in the canoe stood up, with 
the resul$ that the woman was thrown tinto the water, She 
Was resoued, however, by Mr. Marshall, but when he managed 
to get her over the side of his boat she fell against him, 
causing him to strike hia back against pert of the boat's 
furnishings. Mr. Marshall was able to move about at the 
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a 


time of my visit, and as he has a very capable staff, no department 
of the work is being neglected. 


There are two important requirements at this School to 
which I feel it my duty to refer, namely, 


(1) Paint for all buildings, As they have not been painted, 
so far as I know, since they were built, I will inolude this item 
4n the list of our requirements for next years 


(a) me new verandeh is nearing completion, and I found

Immediate action 
will be necessary if the work is to be done before the men now 
building the verandah leave the Schools 

I greatly appreciated the opportunity afforded me during 
my recent visit to Ottawa of discussing together some of the 
problems of the Indig educational worse, and I am more convinced 
than ever that this work, with all ite airficulties, is well 
worthwhile, ‘he development and strengthening of the payaseahs 
{intellectual end moral fibre of the Indian segment of our coun ry's 
population, must surely help to strengthen the position of our 
country as a Whole.

2 double gongs 4" and 400° of covered electrical 
wire. On obteining prices from different firma it 
was found that these will cost in the vicinity of 
$500.00. This appears to be a rather heavy ex~ 
penditure, especially in view of your statement 

that the system could be remedied at no great cost. 
Possibly you had in mind a cheaper type of bell from 
that ineluded on the requisition and on which we have 
obtained quotations. Please let me hear further from 
you in regard to this matter.

Purther reference is made to Mr. Hoey's letter of 

January 16th, file 129-6-5, with reference to the fire 

alarm system at the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School. 


I have taken this matter up with the Acting 
Principal and learn that the steam boilers only carry a 
pressure of two pounds and are not in use from May to 
September. The compressed air water tank has a maximum 
pressure of 75 pounds but as the water is used the pressure 
drops and since the pump is not working all the time it is 
doubtful if a siren would be satisfactory or reliable if 
attached to the compressed air tank. These facts would seem 
to preclude the use of the steam boiler and compressed air 
t unless there is a type of siren alarm that could be 
adopted to operate from such a low pressure. 


As previously pointed out, there is only one gong 
installed on the girls' side of the building, although on 
the top floor on the girls' side there are wires for a gong 
which has never been installed. When a fire alarm sounds it 
is necessary for the staff members to go around to each bed 
in order to wake the children up - which requires a great 
Geal of extra time. It has been brought to my attention 
that it takes the girls twice as long to get out of the 
building as it does the boys during a night fire drill 
although during day drilis the girls are often out sooner 
than the boys. 


In order to remedy the situation I would suggest 
that one gong could be installed on the top floor attached 
to the existing wires. This would help considerably and 
there should be no additional costs. This would not com- 
plete the fire alarm system but would go a long way toward 


improving it.

Dear Sir: 


We have a request from Mr. Marshall - Acting 
Principal of the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School - 
to make arrangements to complete the work on the Verandah 
Fire Escape as the job was only partly finished last fall. 


Mr. Marshall's request in this respect reads in 
part as follows: 


"4h. A 9ill1 has to be built in to the eaves. This 
winter we have kept the roof well shovelled off 
to prevent the water dripping in to the veran~ 
dah on mild days. This would be impossible to 
prevent during rain storms. 


The windows were set in in a hurry in the Fall 
to save the verandah from damage by snow and 
bad weather. It was very late in the fall when 
Mr, Harju put in the windows and it was im- 
possible for him to continue owing to the late- 
ness of the season. If it is at all possible 
we would like this work completed. 


The School will be able to supply the necessary 
material for finishing this work if the Depart- 
ment supply us with the Carpenter. We do not 
want to use unskilled labor on such a good piece 
of work ~ therefore, we would like to get Mr.

Dear Sir: 


During your visits to the School you have observed from time 
to time how the outside of the main school building is deter- 
iorating from lack of paint, In our Estimates for 1941 we 
asked for paint for the main sehool building. For your infor- 
mation the sehool was last painted in 1929 and for the last 
eight years we have been estimating for paint for the school. 
However, nothing has been done in this connection to date. 


The last few winters the school has been very difficult to 
hwat, especially the north side while a north wind is blowing. 
At times we have had to moves ghildren from the classroom to 
one of the other back rooms and have also had to utilize the 
Chapel in this connection. 


A great mamy of the boards on the outside of the building have 
no paint on at all and they are warping. There is also consid- 
erable space between them, so mich so that in places the 
builders paper between the siding has also become dilapidated 
by the weather. If the building is left in this condition it 
is going to cost more as each year goos by. 


You will remember from our last conversation regarding paint on 
the school that we thought it would be unwise to re-paint it 

as the boards will all have to be scraped and a large number 
replaced. This would take considerable time and labour. In- 
stead we thught it might be better to Insul-Brick the building. 


Since then I have taken the liberty of Calling on Mr. Cosgrove, 
Manager of the Beaver Lumber Company who very kindly came out 
and measured up the building and gave us an estimate of the 
cost of Insul-Bricking the main school building. 
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Mr. Ge. Swartman, 


The total estimated cast, including labour and material will be 
One Thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars, ($1750.00). of 

this Fifteen Hundred Dollars would be for material and the balances 
for labour. The Insul-Briek, as you know, is fire-proof and has 
AI insulating value. I believe in the long rum this would be 

the most economical and should be able to stand up for a good many 
years. 


Should the Department see their way clear to complete this work 
I think it would be a great improvement in the appearance of the 
building. It would be more especially appreciated now by all 
concerned as you are aware the road is now completed from Sioux 
Lookout to the Trams Canada Highway and the last few summers we 
have had a large number of American Tourists coming out to go 
throu:h the building and it is certainly most unsightly for our 
Southern visitors to see and take back a report such as they 
might with the School in its present condition. 


We realize the hanideap the Department is placed under 

the present wnflict, however, we think if it is at all pos: 
this should be done now.

From information received from Mr. G.L,. Marehall, 
Acting Principal of this School, it appears that during the 
last few winters the School management has had considerable 
4iffieculty in heating the Lge ee especially along ., 
the north side when a north wind is blowing. He states 
that at times it had been necessary to move the children 
from the classroom on that side to one of the other back 
rooms end that the Ghapel had also been used for classroom 
purposes, 

As the School has not been painted for twelve years, 
he states that many of the boards on the outside of the 
building have no paint at all and have warped so much that 
thefe is a considerable space between them, leaving the 
builder's paper exposed to the weather. 
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From communications received from Mr. Marshall, I gather 
that he has talked the situation over very carefully with Mr. Indien 
Agent Swartman, with the result that they consider 1s would be 
@ waste of money to attempt to re-paint the building. They recommend 
that it be Imsul~bricked instead and have estimated the total cost 
including labour and material at $1,750. Of this amount approximately 
$1500, would be required for material, 


In support of their recommendation they point out

Dear Sir: 

I wish to acknowledge Mr. Phelan's letter 
File 129-6-5 of July 22nd with respect to the estimated 
costs for applying Art-Bric siding to the Sioux Lookout 
Indian Residdntial School. 

I am unable to state exactly why there is such 
a difference in the quotations. Our original estimate 
was based on quotations furnished by Mr. 0. Hardju and 
from the North American L' er Co'y. The North American 
Lumber Co'y, estimated 5 hours labour per square, 
Their labour figure was .80¢ per hour. There were 135 
squares furnished for the job which brought the total 
figure to $524.00, Hardju's estimate was based-on 5 weeks 
labour working 10 hours a day at .70¢ per hour for himseif 
and .40¢ per hour for a helper, making a total of $330.00. 

Since the above estimates were furnished, Hardju 
is no longer available and the North American Lumber Co'y 
informs me they are unable to secure carpenters for immediate 
work, They could not estimate when carpenters could be 
obtained. 

The Beaver Lumber Company quotes $5.75 per 100 
lineal feet for mould in B.C. fir. This material is now 
also obtainable from the George E. Farlinger Company at 
$5.00 per 100 lineal feet. This is pine and when painted 
would be just as suitable as fir. 

There ia another carpenter in Town whom I have 
asked to estimate on the job, Mr.\Frank Hakala,) but he is 
working on a contract at present e finished 
until sémetime next month. His estimate will be forwarded 
as soon as received. If this does not prove satisfactory 
I would suggest arrangments be made with a contractor from 
some outside point te do the work.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of advance of 
$350.00 to pay wages due to the men employed applying 
the Insul Bric siding at the Sioux Lookout Indian Resi- 
dential School, and to advise that the work has now been 
completed, 


Pinal paylist are in and it is found that the 
totel due for wages is $510.75. Consequently we will 
require an additional $160.75 to pay the men in full. 


It is noted that I submitted the figure of 
$550.00 as quoted by Mr. Hakala in August, and when I 
approached him on the subject of the discrepancy between 
his original estimate and actual cost he explained that 
this was partly due to general increase in wages since 
August--at the time he was employing helpers at 35¢ and 
40¢ per hour and was charging 60¢ per hour for his own 
services. He also pointed out that the present rate 
locally for experienced carpenters is 75¢ per hour. Hakala 
also states that thére was more work required for the 
application of the siding than he estimated due to so many 
windows and corners, also that possibly $20.00 to $25.00 
in labour costs could have been saved by using the old 
window casings instead cf the new brick mould, but that 
much of the old moulding was partly rotten and would 
eventually have to be replaced.

When our Commission learned that new batteries would 
soon be required at their Sioux Lookout School they began to 
explore the possibility of having this School linked up with 
the Bar Falls Power Plant which provides the Town of Sioux 
Lookout with power and light. 


on the Sth inst. I wrote to the District Superintend- 
ent (Mr. W. Dowds) of this Power Plant at Goldpines, Ontario, 
inquiring about the possibility of securing the electric service 
we needed. On January 15th he replied stating that he was 
forwarding my letter "to his superiors in Toronto". 


From Toronto I have received the enclosed letter 
written on January 21st by the Chief Municipal Engineer. 


While his letter does not appear to embody much hope 
of our securing the hydro electric service we desire, I might 
point out that he is mistaken in his understanding that our 
School is so far away as five or six miles from the nearest 
point on their power line. T have the assurance of the Prin- 
eipal that the School is not more than a mile, or a mile and 4 
fraction, from the nearest point of the power line, and I am 
wondering if this fact would alter the decision set forth in the 
enolosed letter. The cost of installation, if the School manage~ 
ment provided the poles, should not amount to a very great deal 
more than the cost of a new set of batteries, and our Commi ssion

will be very grateful if you will take this matter up direct 
with the Sydro Electric Power Commission of Ontario and do what 
you can to secure their service for this School. 


Should it be impossible to persuade the Power Jommiss~ 
ion to furnish us with this service during the duration of the 
war, then it will be necessary to have 56 new battery cells prev~ 
ided with the least delay possible. The ones now in use have 
been there since the School was built in 1026.

It is practically certain also that a new engine will 
be required to generate the light as the Lister engine which has 
been in use so long, is about worn out, and it is prectically im- 
possible to secure repair parts for this engine at the present 
time. 


I have inquired from the Globelite Batteries Ltd. re- 
garding the cost of 56 cells, and they inform me that the type 
they recommend (W 13, 110 volt, 270 amperes) would cost approx- 
imately $676.00 f.o.b.

It would be appreciated if you would carefully 
review this matter with a view to ascertaining if it 
would be sible to previde us with Hydro at the 
Sioux Lookout School.

I have endeavored to list different materials in order of 
the urgency of our need for the same, As to batteries, we have just 
pecefved word from the local Indian Agent that they are arriving within 
ten days. Woe wish to tender our sincere thanks for your efforts in 
procuring same. 


The Hot Water Tank now in use is in very r condition. 
There are at least eiczht pit heles along the side from end to end, The 
tank sprung @ leak 3 y ey thres weeks during last winter and holes 
were promptly plugs jn his last visit the boiler Inspector suggested 
having the tank 3 fe atrongly urge that.a new tank be prepared 
shipped to us ready for installatic 3 that we will ot suffer 
inoonvenience of be wi 1 t wat hen 1@ cold weather 


As regards the farm, we have néver had sufficient, wire to 
enelese the fields in which we grow vegetables for our own sonsumption. 
The result is that the cows are Gontinually breaking through the make- 
shift fence and destroying our produce. We would be obliged indeed 
therefore if wire as listed could be shipped to us at earliest conven- 
lence. 


fhe White Lead, Turpentine and Linseed O11 are required for 
the painting of brick moulding around a11 windows and doors of the acheol 
pbuilding. This work, I believe, should have been apleted by the con- 
tractor who put on the Insul Bric. Due to éold weathex the painting was 
not done, and the moulding will deteriorate if left,as it is. We hope 
toe be able to de it irselves with the help of the men on tha staff. 


Barn Paint has been’ requisitioned because the paint is soaling 
off the barn, and we feel that painting in time will preserve the build- 
ing, which is a credit to the school. 


Drinking Foun@ains heve been ordered for two 6f the children's 
: 


deormiteries. We had 26 to 36 pupils in eaeh dormitory. During 

they often require a drink. For this purpose they h@ve had a ive 

pail cf -waten just inside the door on the floor or on the emell table, 
with one enamel oup beside it from which a1] drink. We ¢onsider this 
very unsanitary, and inviting ths spread of digease germs, Thus we feal 
the need of drinking fountains is urgent. 


The woof of the new verandah on the school building leaks lik 
a sieve in several pleces. This we hope to repair at a cost of-about fifty 
follars.

Referring to Mr. Phelan's letter of July 24th, 
Pile 129-6-5 with respect to repairs, replacements, etc., 
required at the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School, 
we have to-day received a sketch of the water tank as 
requested, showing the position of the holes with connecting 
pipes. Game is attached hereto, also copy of letter from 
the Rev. Principal supplying information as requested in 
paragraph three of your letter. 


Regarding the roof on the new verandah at the 
school, my inquiries reveal that the leaks were caused by 
the mails in the corrugated iron roofing not being soldered. 
The school authorities were to attend to thie themselves but 
neglected to do so. It is estimated that two men working for 
part of two days could complete the job. When the roof expands 
it has a tendency to draw the nails, and in order to make a 
good job with corrugated iron roofing, the nails should always 
be soldered. The cost of this repair should not exceed $25.00 
although an expenditure of $50.00 has been authorized. 


With reference to the repairs to the foundation, I 
had an opportunity to inspect and examine the requirements 
very thoroughly last week, accompanied by Mr. Klym who is 
experienced in such matters. Mr. Kiym estimates that approx- 
imately forty bags of cement will be required and $35.00 or 
$40.00 required for labour. This will be in excess of the $50.00 
authorized for the job, but it is essential and I recommend that 
the additional funds required be provided. It is expected that 
we can commence this job about September 22nd. The source of 
the trouble is due to lack of eave troughing on the building. 
Originally a cement open drainage system was built around the 
foundation of the building to carry off the water from the 
roof. This however, did not prove to be very satisfactory 
after it had been heaved and cracked by frost.

Attached please find letter handed to ne today from the 
Reverend Principal of the Sioux Lookout Indien Residential School 
with respect to repairs required for the School Boat. The craft is 
certainly in need of reconditioning and my inspection reveals that 
& new bottom may be required. The planks @ppear to be rotten fron 
the keel to the water line. This should have been attended to in 
the spring before the boat was leunched, It is recommended that 
euthority be given to have the necessary repairs made &s soon as 
possible. The estimated cost is $100.00, although it will depend 
on how much of the planking must be replaced. 

The School should have some sort of an suxilliary boat 
and engine, but the one owned by the Reverehd Principal is too amall. 
It is only suitable for one or two passengers as well as the men 
running the engine, The beat described in the letter is only 14" longs 
I would also recommend that the school be provided with an outboard 
moter, to be used strictly for business purposes only. 

It ie unfortunate that this Schodlis without a general 
utility or handyman as most of their equipment shows lack of attention 


or repairs.

In reply to your letter 1296-1, dated March 5th, 
concerning the repairs required, I would report as follows. 


Mumford and Medland cannot allow the expert, Mr. 
Montgomery, time off at present from urgent war work to visit 
the school. Mr. Montgomery suggested sending the engine in, 
but thie will leave the school without light and power for a 
week at least, and Mr. Cheales thinks this unwise. The work 
could perhaps best be done late in June or in July, by either 
sending the engine in or having Mr. Montgomery go out. By 
that date he might be free from some of the war work. I would 
be glad to know if the authority to do the work can be extended 
into the coming fiscal year. 


Mr. Swartman states,=- "It is estimated that the joints 
and nail heads of the verandah roof could be soldered in two 
working days by a competent man. The cost for thie job with 
materials would he about $20.00. You will recall we were 
@iscussing the possibility of treating the roof with pitch and 
eand. I am not familiar with thie method and am unable to get 
any price or estimate locally for such a job." The soldering 
will perhaps need ‘to be repeated each, spring as the tin moves 
with the frost and thus the neile become loose.

With the coming of Spring we have 4 great deal of painting to 
do to the buildings on the school premises. 
On the school building itself the insu}-bric moulding around 
the many windows and doors must be painted. We were able to get only 
a start made with this work last fall.2nen ‘the barn and outbuildings 
«storehouse, icehouse and chicken house,are all badly in need of paint- 
ing, before the exterior weathers more,making a sucesssful paint job 
practically impo sible. 
The paint which was ordered last year, and which we now have on 
hand, is not sufficient to accomplish this task . Then in addition 
to the paint, we will require shingle stain . This, I neglected to 
order last year at the time of ordering the paint. Nhether the shingle 
were stained years ago or not is uncertain. notice that they are 
dull grey in appearance and weathered. To stain them before painting 
the building would, in our opinion, not only improve the appearance 
of the buildings, but would preserve the shingles for from three to 
four years longer service.

Attached hereto please find copy of letter recently 
received from the Principal of the Sioux Lookout Indian Res- 
idential School with respect to painting barns and the trimming 
of the main building. Gites to shortage of help and bad weather 
this work was not attended to last fall and I am afraid if we 
do not make some definite arrangements to complete the job this 
Spring that it is liable to be postponed for another year. The 
trimming, applied at the time the building was covered with Insul 
Brick siding in the fall of 1941, should have been painted last 
spring. If this is left too long without paint it becomes so 
badly weathered that it is practically impossible to paift it. 

It is therefore urgently recommended that authority be granted 
to employ a professional painter at a cost not to exceed $50.00 
in order to attend to this necessary work. 

Rev. Cheales has also pointed out that some of the older 
boys would gain valuable experience working under the supervision 
of a qualified painter.

I wish to advise that the plumbing system at the 
Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School is at present un- 
serviceable. The main sewer line ia apparently blocked 
and the sewage has backed up into the dining room portion of 
the basement, and fumes, sewer gas etc, are throughout the 
building. Temporary measures have been taken to clear the 
moisture from the basement and it was not until yesterday 
that I was able to get in touch with a plumber who would 
undertake the supervision of the necessary repairs, He is 
unable to give me even an approximate price, as it will 
largely depend on the amount of excavating necessary, pro=- 
viding some of the sewer tiles or soil pipes are broken, 

If complete excavation is necessary, it would probably cost 
three or four hundred dollars. 

[I have requested Mr. Hamilton to purchase a long 
sewer rod in Winnipeg and ship immediately, in order that 
the plumber may commence the necessary probing without further 
delay. I trust this action is approved, and regret that at 
present I am unable to Supply an estimate of the cost. 

Dr. Bell suggests that this work be attended to immediately 
before any serious condition develops at the school.

The sewer rod arrived yesterday and i proceeded to the 
school with two good plumbers. They found ea break in 
the sewer tile between the septic tank and the point 
where the pipe comes out of the basemeat. This will 
require excavating and replacément. ‘he septic tank 
itself apparently has not been operating satisfactorily 
for some months. it will have to be excavated, pumped 
out and completely examined. Needless to aay, thie is 
@ very messy job, and it is extremely difficult to 
seoure adequate help to undertake the work. However 
one of the plumbers will remain on the job until it is 
completed. We have also engaged two labourers for the 
excavating. it is estimated that the labour costes will 
approximate $150. the mteriale, apart from the sewer 
rod, etc., might amount to $25.00, although thie will 
depend largely on the amount of repairs necessary to the 
septic tank. 
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"We have already written the Department 
peste eet ig Ss yatta for the action we propose taking. 
We shall ep you informed in case anything new develops."

While in Ottawa recently I discussed with Mr. 
Hoey thé possibility of obtaining a grant for the Sioux 
Lookout Indian Residential School to go toward the salary 
of a competent engineer, I might say that most of the 
equipment at this school, especially in the boiler and 
engine room, ie not in a very good atate of repair, due 
entirely to lack of maintenance. We had 4 man working 
at the school repairing the sewage system who is a 
qualified engineer, plumber, steam fitter ete. He 
informed me that he would be willing to take on the 
job for $60.00 a month with beard. This would mean 
about $10.00 a month more than the School Commission 
pays for the position, In conversation with Rev. Cheales 
yesterday he advised that the position of engineer has 
already been filled; Mr. Hodgson who was formerly farm 
instructor and teamster being prombted to this. 

I would strongly urge that the school be given a 
grant of say $120.00 to be applied to the salary of a 
qualified engineer and that arrangements be made to have 
Mr. F. Pratt, referred to above, engaged for this work.

' I have your letters of the 9th instant, with 
reference to the Sioux Lookout Residential School. You 
must have misunderstood me when you were in the Department, 
as I certainly 414 not intend to intimate to you that the 
Department could pay the salary of the engineer, ei ther 
in whole or in part. Members of the staff at residential 
schools are hired by the sohool management and paid by 
them from their per capita quent or other receipts. I 
simply wanted to have on file a definite statement from 
you to the effect thet you consider the present engineer 
of the Sioux Lookout Sehool is sufficiently competent to 
adequately look after the machinery that is under his care. 
It is my intention to communicate with the Secretary of 
the M.S.0.C. in regerd to this matter. 


With regard to the requests made by the 
Prineipal, you may authorize him to purchase a boiler 
flue cleaner with brush which it is noted can be secured 
from Ashdown's in Winnipeg at a cost of $8.20. 


The Purchasing Branch is being requested to 
secure a new smoke stack and «a hot water tank, although 
at the present time I am not exactly certain that the 
information given is sufficiently detailed to satisfy 
their requirements. 


You i A purchase the water glasses for 
the cold water tanks. 


If the Principal supplies exact information 
regarding the type of laundry stove he considers is 
necessary, an endeavour will be made to secure it in 
the future. We have not yet received any information 
that will permit our s tting the mtter to the 
Purchasing Branch. 
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It is not our present practice to supply 
farm machinery to residential schools and consequently 
favourable consideration cannot be given to the request 
for a plow. 


What has been said regarding farm 
machinery applies also to the ¢ractor, though it is 
noted that you consider a heavy duty, stationery 
engine would be suitable. In this case too detailed 
information will have to be supplied to this office 


re the eof e ne required before adequate 
sosaiae tion bd be givin to the Prinoi pal's request. 


I regret that at the present time we are 
unable to supply the flags, as these are extremely 
4ifficult to secure. We hope to have some in stock 
within the next few months and, if so, will keep in 
mind the request from the Sioux Lookout Sehool.

One requisite in particular is that the stove purchased 
have a large surface on which the (Hand) Flat Irons may be heated. 

A stove such as the "Sharm" with top I4"%20" or somewhat larger, 
would be satisfactory, particularly as we could have a Rack 
placed around the outside of the Fire box, on which additional 
irons could be placed for saaeene ° 

We trust that thie type of stove may still be obtainable 
ae the one now in use is cracked beyond repair in several places, 
and may fall to pieces any day. 

As regards ancehgine for the sawing of the school wood, we 
feel that a heavy duty atationary engine would be quite satisfactory 
An engine with plenty of power to operate a saw blade 36" in diam. 
is required. We have no power at the present time for sawing wood , 
other than a small one cylinder engine which will drive the saw 
through only the small logs . I have thus had to ask our man who is 
at work in the bush to out the logs into three foot lengths te fit 
inte the furnaces. As soon as real eold weather sets in we will 
be unable to keep enough fuel eut , even if we have two or three 
men cutting in the bush. We trust therefore, that you may dé able 
to assist us in proctring a stationgry engine, with the least 
possible delay.

Referring to Mr. Hoey's letter of November 25th 
File 129-6-5, with attached memorandum from the Depart- 
mental Purchasing Agent with respect to the Gasoline Engine 
required for the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School, 
I have to advise as follows: 


At present a seven horsepower single cylinder 
Lister engine from the auxiliary pump-house is in use as a 
temporary arrangement for sawing the wood. Rev. Cheales 
informs me that this engine does not deliver sufficient 
power to saw large logs. Many of the logs used for fuel- 
wood are up to 20" in diameter, and with the small engine 
the saw will efficiently handle pieces up to about 10", 
I might point out that the engine in present use should be 
returned to the pump-house as soon as possible in order to 
be available in the event of fire. 


Last year the saw was driven by the 1926 Fordson 
tractor motor, 15-20 horse-power. If a smaller engine is 
supplied it would be necessary to re-model the whole sawing 
outfit, consequently under the circumstances I believe it 
would be advisable to obtain the 8-9 horse-power engine,

I have been informed by the Revenend Principal of 
the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School that he has 
received a Hot Water Heating System from Cranes Limited, 
Fort William, for installing in the residence, Inspector 
Hamilton informs us that there is no authority for any 
expenditure in connection with installation of same, and 
apparently the School Commission will not undertake the 
expense, 

The residence urgently requires additional heat, 
and it is recommended that the installation be proceeded 
with immediately. Until a competent steam-fitter or plumber 
inspects the proposed installation, it is impossible for me 
to give an estimate of the cost. It is suggested that I be 
given authority to engage a competent man to submit an 
estimate, providing the installation is the responsibility 
of our Department.

Referring to Mr. Phelan's letter of January’ 10th, 
File 129-6-5, with respect to heating system for the 
Principal's residence at the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential 
school, I wish to report as follows: 


Rev. Cheales informs us that the new plant, which 
includes radiators and pipes, was purchased by the Commission 
at considerable cost, and that they do not now wish to go to 
the expense of the installation, Personally I am not sure 
that the new radiators are required. To install same would 
involve a considerable amount of labour and expense which 
might be avoided if the present radiators could be used with 
a new heating plant. Last fall when Mr. Carroll, the local 
plumber and steam fitter, was attending to the sewage system 
at the School, he made 4 hasty examination of the existing 
heating syetem in the Principal's residence and made certain 
recommendations or Suggestions for improving Same, but as I 
recall, this would not run into a large sum of money. 


This portion of the school certainly requires addit- 
ional heat and it is recommended that either the Department 
or the School Commission make arrangements to have this 
attended to without further delay, and before Spending any 
money on the installation or equipment, that a qualified man 
be engaged to look the situation over anda submit his recom 
mendations,

We have « letter from the Indian Residential 
School Commission in Winnipeg pointing out the need for 
repairs to storm windows, glazing broken panes, storm 
doors, coal chutes ete, in order to conserve heat at 
the Sioux Lookout School, particularly in the basement. 

If thie does not prove satisfactory, tne alternative 
suggested of installing separate steam heating plant for 
the Principal's residence would appear to be the only 
solution. The letter goes on to state that since the 
school was erected by the Department it is therefore a 
governmental responsibility, and we are requested to 
arrange to have the necessary work done, veofore winter 
sets in. The attached extract of a letter from Cranes 
Limited, was enclosed with this letter. 

Rev. Cheales, the Principal, informs us that 
approximately $500.00 is owing to Cranes Ltd., for material 
supplied during the past six months. He has requested that 
the Department pay this account. Since the negotiations for 
the work and materiale were carried out directly between 
the School and Cranes, I am not familiar with the arrenge- 
ments, although I do know that during the sub-sero weather 
the Principal's residence is very cold. Some time in the 
fall of 1943 it appears that the Principal or the School 
Commission ordered a complete new heating system from Cranes 
and after it was delivered to the school, it wae found that 
it was not exactly what was required. I understand part of 
the material was used, the rest returned. 

Prom the foregoi you will see that it is somewhat 
difficult for me to e ally specific recommendations at this 
stage. However I felt that thie should be brought to your 
attention and the matter presented as I see it.

The kitchen range is apparently quite old and 
in need of several repair parts. I suggested to the 
Principal that he list the parts needed and find out if 
they are available; and if so, the price. The wash sink 
Leaks and consequently dirty water has got in around the 
stand which holds the tubs. The result is quite a sour 
smell. These tanks should be renewed. 


The kitchen floor is cement and very hard on 
the feet. If Battleship linoleum {s available the floor 
should be covered. The full size of the kitchen is 16' & 
25'. All should be covered, but if funds are not available, 
then the portion most essential measures 10' x 16'. This 
is between the kitchen range and the table where the staff 
member does most of the work. AA quality of linoleum 
should be supplied. 


The boiler room was auite tidy and the equipment 
in fair condition. This boiler room is very cold and a 
lot of heat is lost even before it reaches the school. 
I would recommend that the roof of the room be sealed in 
with plaster board and gyprock insulation be used overhead. 
The doors should be repaired and refitted. The above 
improvements will save many a cord of wood and I am sure 
the heating of the school will not be the problem it is 
today.

In round figures- it would cost in the neighborhood 
of $500,00 to completely rebore, and refit thie engine 
throughout- as not only tne engine proper is in badly worn 
shape, but all of the acoessorios, including the reverse gear- 
are also in the same condition, 
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We operate under Dept. M&S price formulae in our 
costing, limited to 5% profit on a fixed overhead, 


So that, anyway, the only way we could handle it 
would be on this cost piue basis, which would be, of course, 
for your protection, 


That the engine can be successfully rebuilt- ies 
without doubt, but it will require extensively building even 
the camshaft would have to be ground and all new bearings 
throughout, which are not very frequently required.

I wish to refer to Mr. Phelan's letter of February 
2ist, File 129-6-1, with respect to materials required for 
the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School, particularly 
to the request for a small boat, as stated in the second 
paragraph of this letter. 

In our letter of April 11th we mentioned the 
necessity for a larger boat with a good motor. The boat 
(Peterborough ekitt) recommended by Inspector Hamilton, would 
not take the place of the motor boat, but would serve a very 
useful purpose. I understand such a craft could be purchased 
for approximately $150.00, and Rev. Cheales has 4 suitable 
motor to use on this type of boat. It would be found economical 
to use a boat of this description for trips to tn with one or 
two passengers when the weather was suitable, instead of using 
a larger boat. 

T understand these boats are now in stock and it 
would be possible to have one landed here in less than two 
weeks time, providing funds were available for the purchase. 
It is estimated that the ice will be out of the lakes and 
rivers here within ten days and it is very important that the 
School should have some means of water transportation as soon 
as the ice goes out.

At the Sioux Lookout Sehool the poles are inside 
the building. This arrangement permite the pupils to have more 
practiee, although the efficiency of the arrangesent is open to 
question, 4% the Sicux Lookout School twenty-two of the older 
pupils are enrolled in the Air Cadets. They are being trained 
by Miss Richardson, a staff senber who was previously in the 
Women's Division of the NeCoAeF. These boys are all greatly 
interested in this movement and look very smart in their uniforms. 

At both “esidential Schools in this Agency 
lack of reoreational and athletic opportunities is very 
noticeable. I believe that much more thought should be given 
to this phase of school life, as the Indian children seem to 
enjoy sports and games even more than out own children do. 
Under proper supervision this would go a long way toward defel- 
oping character and physique.

During the interval between treaty payments, 
I took the opportunity to visit Pelican School, in 
wompany with Mr. Swartman. Generally the condition of 
the school was good, but attention should be drawn to 
two features which have in one case direct, and in the 
other indirect relation to the physical welfare of the 
pupils. irstly, the boys' dormitory and to a lesser 
extent the girls’ are overcrowied. In the former the 
beds are so close that they touch at the sides. This 
is bad, especially where the children are as susceptible 
to respiratory disease and tuberculosis as are Indians. 
It might be possible to put up quarters outside the 
school for the farm employees, who at present occupy an 
entire upper dormitory, freeing this space for pupils. 
Alternatively, double-decker beds, 16" to 2' apart, 
would be better from a droplet-infection standpoint. 
Until something permanent can be done, the pupils should 
sleep head to foot alternately. I do not wish to be 
over-critical, but from the standpoint of public health 
the designation of a couple of three-bed rooms in Indian 
schools as preventoria is a travesty; if the entire 
residential school is not a preventorium what are we 
spending our money for?

I wish to submit the following report on the Sioux 
Lopkout Indian Residential Sehool inspected April 16, 1946. 


At present there are enrolled Boys - 74, Girls - 82, a 
total of 157 Pupils. ‘the ereades are arranged in three 
Classrooms and the pupils are making fair prog rees. 


The dormatories were tidy and the beds neatly made. ‘The 
heds are very close together and I am convinced that 
there is overcrowding. 


One small dormatory about 16" x 36' x 10° high is used 

to accommodate staff members. if this were used for 

the pupils it woulda certainly relieve the crowded 
Situation in the larger dormatories. 

——— 

The laundry was not in use on the day of inspection. 

The stove used for heating the flat irons is mly a cheap 
sheet metal stove and should be replaced at once. If a 
proper laundry stove is not available then a small 
kitchen range should be provided. { I instructed Mr. thealea, 
the Principal, to have the stove moved at once from its 
presant location and to see that the pipes are mde secure 
and the wall protected with sheet metal. Yor some 
unknown reason the engineer had set the stove in one 
corner of the laundry room am the fire box and pipes were 
almost against the wall. 


In my last report I stated that the building needed painting 
throughout and gave a list of paint which was supplied. 

Mr. Chealesstated he had heen unab le to secure sui table 
help and so none of the paint has heen used. If this 

shool is to he put in ge0d condition a foreman with 

at least three helpers should be engaged for a month or six 
weeks. The work should be done in the summer while the 
children are away on holidays. The work should be 

sterted at one end of the building, and carried out ina 
methodical manner from top to hottom. 


A night watchman has heen provided but on checking I finda 
that the stations were only punched at 12, 2 and 4. I 
inetructed Mr. Cheales that in the future the night wetchman 
should make hourly rounds, Starting at 9 p.m. and continuing 
until 6 a.m. He should visit all the etations and uee his 
punch clock. In thie way there would be an accurate record 
end reasonable protection.

At present eight cowe are heing milked. The supply of 
milk amounts to shout 7 gallons at night and 10 or 12 
gallons in the morning. There are more cows to freshen 
wo the quantity will gradually be increased. 


Mr. Gheales stated that each week he received from 

Winnipeg approximately 260 lhs. of heef, 70 lbs. of fish ana 
doz. eges. ‘this allowed the children one meal with 

two eggs each, two meals of fish although it appears slim 

rati one. The arrangement leaves four days or about 640 

meals that must be provided for with the 260 lbs. of heef 

of which probably 40 or ® lbs. is bone. I conaider the 

meat ration insufficient. 


A quantity of vegetables was grown at the school]. but 

4f the information supplied by Mr. Cheales is correct the 
children must have received a very light helping of 
potatoes. He stated their crop of 180 bushels lasted for 
six months. I am sure a bushel a day for 170 people, most 
of them growing children could only provide a small 
helping and certainly no second serving. I would like to 
see the pupils provided with a good serving af meat, 
potatoes, gravy and if possible one other vege table. 

Such a meal with the usual allowance of bread and dessert 
would I am sure provide a fairly adequate menu. Lard is 
used as @ spread on bread and for some desserts the bread 
is spread with peanut butter, jam, h méy, Syrup or black 
molagsess Other desserts consist of midding, dried applés, 
or prunes. ‘he variety is quite good, but the quantity 
per individual at times appears small. 


There has been a lot of sickness at the school during the 
winter; am some of the children appear pale and somewhat 
run down. No doubt now that the warm weather has come the 
chiliren will te out more and health conditions will improve. 


The war years hag made it difficult to secure suitable staff 
help. At present several now working are well along 

in years and I would recommend that as soon as poss ible 

these people he replaced by younger men and women. A younger 
staff would be more interested inesports and would be able 

to join the pupils in these amsements. They would al@w 
have a gteater capacity #6r work. Mr. Cheales claims 

some of the members are not physically fit to carry out 

the duties which go along with their position, thus it is 


impossitle to keep the school as clean anda tidy ae is expected, 


The question of staff was elso mentioned in my previous 
report. 


I am enclosing a classroom Growth Record Chart published 


by the Maniteba Department of Health ani Public Welfare. 
I believe a similar chart should be geeted to all 
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residential schools and they should be instructed to 

keep accurate records as t2 age, height and weight of each 
pupil. Such a record should be valwble to those 
responsible for the pupils’ health.

Dear Sir: Attention: Mr. Philip Phelan. 


We refer to your letter of May 10th, 1946, in which 
you quote a paragraph from inspector Hamilton's visit to our 
Sioux Lookout Residential School. We agree that the avail- 
ability of wood for immediate consumption was no doubt low at 
the time of the inspector's visit but feel inspector Hamilton 
has promoted a completely wrong impression, inasmuch as stat- 
ing, and 1 quote: "I consider it the principal's duty to cut, 

saw and supply the wood because the work is heavy and 

dangerous". We have for several years employed at least 
three men for wood~cutting and sawing and have throughout this 
entire winter retained them at salaries and food costing in 
excess of $1,920.00 for the year. ‘to elaborate on my point 
may 1 quote you a paragraph from a letter received in this of- 
fice april 29th from our Principal. "We have three men still 
working at the wood, and assisting Mr. William (Farm instructor) 
in other ways, who will be entitled to another months‘ salary 
early next week. will you please, therefore, send us the 
amount requested ($300.00) that we may pay the men and keep 
our account (fuel) in the local bank in good standing?" 


I personally visited the school last fall and wood- 
cutting operations were under way but the boys didnot appear 
to be doing more than the normal task of stacking the cut- 
lengths into piles. Dr. Alderwood and i feel confident that 
you need have no worry in respect to the boys being over-worked 
or employed in a highly dengerous occupation. 


You will perhaps recall the statement in br. Gordon 
Bell's report mentioning the fact that school dormitory space 
was at that time being utilized for a gang of labourers. ‘this 
happened to be our wood-cutters and although we feel alternative 
arrangements must and will be made for their accommodation in 
the future; it proves beyond doubt that we had employed men for 
this very purpose. 


Thank you for drawing inspector Hamilton's comment to 


UVER 
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our attention and we are writing our Principal again stressing 
the importance of neither over-working the boys or employing 
them where risk of physical injury is imminent.

I attach for your study copies of 
reports made upon nine Indian Residential Schools by 
dietitians of the Nutrition Division of the Department 
of National Health and Welfare. 


On the whole these are fairly 
Satisfactory with one exception - that of Sioux Lookout 
Residential School. 


In this instance, the former Principal 
as you know, was not satisfactory and was removed from his 
duties in the middle of September. He was replaced by the 
Reverend Mr. Fisher, former Principal of Lae la Ronge Indian 
Residential School. At the time Miss McCready visited this 
school, Mr, Fisher had only been there a fortnight. He has 
Since visited the office and I feel certain that he will doe 
everything possible to improve conditions at this school. 

I have suggested to Miss MeCready that she visit this school 
again in the near future, 


It is my intention to do as follows with 
these reports: 


(a) To send one copy to the Religious denomination 
concerned with the request that they be passed 
to the Principals of the schools inspected. 


(b) After the Head Office has seen copies of these 
reports, then I would like to send them to the 
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& 


Indian Agents concerned for whatever action on 
their part is indicated. Then I would have them 
returned fo this office for file. 


You will note that the main problems 
in providing adequate food in our Residential Schools 
fall inte the following categories: 


le The use of better equipment, especially

As I renorted to you by telephone 4 few days ago, the 
hot-water jacket for sup»lying hot water to the whole of our 
school building cracked in such 4 way thet it has been found 
impossible to repair it by welding. This means it will be 
necessary for a new one to be sunplied as early as possible, 


May I ask you to take immediate stens to ap- 
proach the Department of Mines and Xesources, Ottawa, with 
a view to obtaining the necessary replacement. 


From my personal observation since coming here 
last September, 1 would say the old hot-water jacket was not 
large enough. There never aopeared to be suffielient hot water 
for our needs, and I would suggest that the. Department be asked 
to supply something rather larger, oossibly more of the boiler 
type of heater. The hot water storage tank is of about 2000 
gallons capacity, and this should be a guide as to what is re- 
quired. 


l feel sure the Department will not need to be 
reminded of the urgency of this matter, as at the present time we 
are entirely without hot water throughout the building, and we 
are hard put to it to carry on the laundry, wash rooms, and 
kitchen.

IT wish to report that the hot water jacket 
heater at the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential Sqhool 
is broken. An expert welder from one of the local 
gerages examined it and reported that repairs would be 
impossible. It hed cracked a few years ago and temporary

Vulean Iron Works in Winnipeg advise they 
can supply a suitable unit for $935.00. This is larger 
than the one originally installed and should prove 
adequate to take care of the 2,000 gal. hot water storage 
tank,

Dear Sir: 


As I reported to you by telephone a few days 
ago, the hot water jacket for supplying hot water to the 
whole of our school building cracked in such a way that 
{t has been found impossible to repair it by welding, This 
means it will be necessary for a new one to be supplied 
as early as possible. 


May IT ask you to take immediate steps to 
approach the Department of Mines and Resources, Ottawa, 
with a view to obtaining the necessary replecement. 


From my personal observation since coming 
here last September, I would say the old hot water jacket 
was not large enough. There never appeared to be sufficient 
hot water for our needs, and I would suggest that the 
Department be asked to supply something rather larger, 
possibly more of tne boiler type of heater. The hot water 
storage tank is of about 2,000 gallons capacity, and 
this should be a guide as to what is required. 


I feel sure the Department will not need to be 
reminded of the urgency of this matter, as at the present 
time we are entirely without hot water throughout the 
building, and we are hard put to it to carry on the 
laundry, wash rooms and kitchen,

1 keg 4" and 1 keg 24” nails, Cochrane-Dunlop Hardware of Hudson, 
Ontario have a good supply of nails and the freight on same from 
Hudson to Pelican would be approximately $1.50.

On Thuredey, Jume 26, an examinetion wamade of the abeve mentioned 
eshool with the view of determining the dause of leakage of water into certain 
parts of the schools’ basement, together with « suggested remedy and estimate of 
Gost. 


At times of rein it wes reported thet considerable water leaks through 
the front well of the building and te « lesser extent threugh ao side wall inte the 
kitchen ant girle’ levetery( see aceompanying sketch). (eed natural drainage ie 
provided on three sides of the building. In front of the school, where the serious 
leakage ocours, & level lawn extenis same 50 feet to an embaniment. There are no 
eavestrough on the building, consequently a1) sterm water from the reef falle at the 
founiation wells, causing seme seouring. A three-fect concrete walk in the form of 
a shallew “V" has been built pertielly around the school te prevent scouring and 
te lead this water aray. This walk is new bedly brelen, very uneven, and hes 
pulled away from the founietion walls. Instead of leading weter fren the foundation, 
it retains much water ellewing it to seep threugh the grew moar the founiation. 


It is believed the follewing werk would remedy the existing ai tustion!

Tt is evident thet Mr. Gow did net have staff availeble te carry out 
thie aesignnent until Jume 26th leet, at which tine Mr. Storsater carried out 
an inspection. Undor date of duly th last, ir. Sterenter submitted « report 
to Mre Gew with an eatinate of cost. Copies of the report and Mr. Gow's oovering 
letter are attached for your information. 


It will be observed that Mr. Storsater confines his repert to conditions 
affecting the sshoel basement, and thet ne reference is made to verendah repsirs, 
the need for which was pointed out te Mr. Gow when the matter was initiated by 
our letter to hin dated August 26th, 1946. 


On enalysing Mr. Storsater's report, it appears that he considers three 
items of work would prevent infiltration of weter inte the basement, namely:< 


i. Damp proofing the north foundation well from grade to footings. 


Re Lay ® line of 4" field tile along thie front wall at floor elevation, 
connected to a line of tile lesding to the edge of the ombanknent. 


3. Rebuild the grade in the vicinity of the kitehen and giris® levetory, 
to allew reimater to run away from the bul lding. 


Commenting on these items we may say thet in Item 1, we feel from Kr. 
Storaater's estimate of cost, the type of damp preefing in mind, is an application 
of pitch or waterproef paint to the exterior surface of the well. If conditions 
ere as dessribed by the Reverend Principal, from whee letter a quotation ie eon- 
tained in Mr. Hooy*s memorandum of August foun, 1946, and in Mr. Storsater's 
atteched repert, this treatment will not be sath sfactery. I¢ ie reeeunended thet 
© membrane waterproofing be applied to the exterier of the north foundetion well, 
conai sting of two layers a hesvy sephslt anturated felt with three coats of piteh 
inter applied het.

The Principal of the above-mentioned school advises 
that the following services are needed. They are listed in the 
order of urgency indicated by him and with his remarks: 


(a) JOR REPAIRS TO BUILDINGS 


Departmental Engineers have inspected the cracks in 
our foundations and the useless cement footing. Parts of 
the basement become flooded during periodical heavy rains, 
causing much inconvenience and discomfort. The footing 
should be removed, the foundations laid bare, and either 
tar, Tremeo or Aquella applied to seal all cracks. 


MAJOR REPAIRS TO WATER SUPPLY 


There is am auxiliary or emergency pump engine in the 
pump house situated on the lake shore by the well. In 
case of emergency, water cannot be pumped by this engine 
from the well as the short piece of intake pipe from the 
well to the pump was cracked by frost two or three years 
ago and never repaired or replaced. At present, in case 
of emergency, water is pumped direct from the lake through 
a length of 2-inch piping. In winter there are obvious dif- 
ficulties with this, and repairs should be effected before 
the frost sets in. 


The well is about 4% feet square and about 8-10 feet 
deep. There ia a bed crack horizontally about 6 inches 
wide just below the water level. This needs repairing and 
sand and dirt which has washed in needs to be cleaned out. 
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An outside residence, preferably an eight~-roomed 
duplex centrally heated to serve as married quarters for 
either farm instructor or engineer and also as quarters 
for the night watchman and permanent outside helper or 
for the accommodation of Indian visitors. There is more 
visiting here than I have found elsewhere. 


With a full staff there is no waiting room in the 
school for visitors, no guest room, and, of course, no 
suitable accommodation for married staff members. There 
ie a general shortage of storage rooms. 


WARDROBES 


Additional wardrobes of the type commonly supplied 
by the Department, for the children’s clothing. At least 
a dozen could be built in the passage on the second floor, 
and another two or three dozen could be built into the 
four main dormitories. There is a general shortage of 
these. 


GYMNASIUM AND WORKSHOP 


A two-storey outside building to serve a5 @ gym~ 
nasium and workshop is désirable. 


BREAD SLICING MACHINE 


A bread slicing machine (110 volt D.C.) is needed 
in a school with a large enrolment to eliminate one of 
the chores. Miss McCready, a recent visitor from the 
Nutrition Division, Dept. of National Health « Welfare, 
has strongly recommended this addition to our kitchen 
facilities. 


REPLACEMENT OF GARAGE 


fhe shed which serves as a garege is fit to collapse 
and its foundation also needs repair. It should be torn 
down and rebuilt as far as possible with the lumber sal- 
vaged to serve as a combined garage and workshop. 


WATER LINE 


Owing presumably to the site of the former water 
tower, water is at present pumped into the school tanks 
by a circuitous channel and the lift is something like 
25 feet. It could be brought by a straight and shorter 
course from flowing water and the lift redueed to 10 feet. 


As mentioned in a previous letter, I am not certain 


whether you can assist us in the provision of machinery but, 
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in case you can, I quote the following from the Principal's 
submission; 


"Medium-sized Fordson Tractor for general farm work. 


The school formerly owned one. There is a 
good deal of land, heavy clay for the most part, 
which could be cultivated more economically and 
efficiently with a tractor than with horses. A 
fair amount of freighting has to be done through- 
out the year and our local roads are bad. A 
tractor would help to keep roads open and do heavy 
hauling. " 


Anything you can do towards the inclusion of these 
services in your Departmental Estimates for 1948-49 will be 
appreciated.

In a recent letter the Principal of our school at 
Sioux Lookout mentioned the need of insulating the attic, 
pointing out that a considerable saving in fuel would be ef- 
fected if this were done. 


I wrote him for particulars and in reply he stated 
that he understood that your Agent there had requisitioned 
1000bags of Zonolite for this service and that he understood 
that your Purchasing Branch had invited tenders for its supply. 


Later I requested the Principal to make inquiry of 
your Agent and find out how the matter stood. He has just 
replied that he has been in touch with your Agent who has in- 
formed him that the work had not been approved by Ottawa. 
————— 

The Principal goes on to say that, apart from the 
heavy consumption of fuel, the fact that the attic is not 
insulated creates a dangerous situation which he describes as 
follows: 


"The entire roof of this school is covered with metal 
sheeting. Snow settles on it and since a great deal 
of heat goes out through the roof, this thaws and 
freezes into ice. Dangerous itoicles form and falling 
ice sheets are a positive menace to the children, par- 
ticularly on the girls’ side. One or two in recent 
times have had narrow escapes from serious injury or 
death. The wooden outside steps from the chapel and 
the cement walk around the footing of the school show 
evidence of this periodical battering. 


"From the point of view of efficiency and economy, it 
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would be money well spent to insulate this building." 


The Principal advises that the only expenditure neces- 
sary would be the actual cost of the insulating material because 
his engineer is an experienced carpenter and builder who can 
easily perform the work of installing the insulation. 


I understand that some funds still remain in the allot- 
ment provided in your 1947-48 Estimates for this school which 
would go far towards the cost of the insulating material. If 
this is correct and if there is no technical objection to in- 
stalling this insulation, it will be appreciated if the matter 
can be reconsidered. It would appear from what has transpired 
that the Principal's recommendation has the support of your 
Agent.

Recently I have been drawing the attention of several 
of our Principals to the extremely uneconomic practice of pur- 
chasing small quantities of meat at a time and in every case 
the reason given is lack of refrigeration facilities. I then 
asked for reports on the existing refrigeration facilities. 


As regards Sioux Lookout, the Principal's report is 


e— 


4 "Our refrigeration facilities are certainly not moderna. 
Outside there is an icehouse which probably stands on 
poor foundations since it has settled on one side. Here 
it is very difficult to keep a week's supply of fresh 
meat and fish in good condition during the summer months 
Inside the school, in the pantry, there is an old- 
fashioned icebox refrigerator, 5g ft. high by 4@ ft. 
wide by 27 ins. deep. 


I rather think that Mr. Fisher requested from the Depart- 
ment as part of the 1947 appropriation for this school an 
ammonia refrigerating unit operated by l1lo v. D.C. elec- 
tric plant. The looker would have to be big enough to 
hold up to about 400 lbs, meat, ete. There is room in 
the pantry for a good-sized Frigidaire or similer unit 
capable of serving the domestic needs of a school of this 
size. Perhaps I should add that the principal's resi- 
dence has a sitallish ice-box refrigerator which seems to 
be very imperfectly insulated."

I imagine that, af the various services we have re- 
quested already for this school (insulation of attic, overhaul 
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of heating system, provision of heaters) are carried out, G 
allotment in this year’s estimates for this school will be Gx- 
hausted. Further, I presume that your Departmental Estimates 
for 1948-49 already are prepared and it is now too late to make 
special provision for any additional items in them, However, 

I presume also that, following your normal practice, you have 
made some provision in your 1948-49 Estimates for general ser- 
vices at each school, including Sioux Lookout, and perhaps this 
would cover the provision of adequate refrigeration facilities 
there next spring; if not, would you be good enough to keep 
this service in mind when you prepare your Supplementary Esti- 
mates for 1948-497 


The storage of meat, fish, etc., should present no 
problem at Sioux Lookout from now until the end of next wimer 
but I would like to see more adequate refrigeration installed 
there before the warm weather sets in next year.

(2)House furnishings and equipment ids requisitioned 
to furnish two small staff rooms partioned off last summer and for 
which no previous requisition has been made. There is nothing on 
hand to spare for this purpose, since staff rooms, in many cases, 
are inadequately or poorly furnished. I have only requisitioned 
for articles essential to ordinary comfort and to the credit of 
the institution. Table tops in the children's dining hall are in 
bad condition in some instances and the linoleum in staff bathrooms 
is worn into holes. Metal angle for the corners of dining tables 
was off the market for some time, but no doubt this very necessary 
item is to be obtained nowadays. 

I trust that the list will be approved and the 
articles supplied in the near fature.

All the items and repairs listed are very necessary. 


(a) The electric ironer for the laundry, would el- 
iffinate the necessity of employing » man with papers as is 
required at present. The ironer now in use requifes cer- 
tein repairs before it ie servicable, 


(b) The engine in the Pumphouse is in a very bad ’ 
state of repair and shovld actual y be repl ced, but I be- ry | 
lieve we could have it repaired or overhauled so that it - 
would serve its purpose for another year. The intake ia 
now being repaired by the plumber and helpers who apedat 
present working on » septic tank system. 


(c) Regarding the foundation, it ie difficult to 
estimate the repairs required. I had Mr. Head, contractor, 
look it over, and he was of the opinion that considerable 
excavating would be required before it could be roperly 
inepected, but mentioned in previous letter, he is in 
& position to take on the work requires. On thie type of 
Job, he will only work on a cost plus 10% basis. I would 
suggest that the necessary work in connection with the re- 
pair of the foun ation be attended to this fell . There 
were certain recommendations subm'tted by an Engineer 6f the 
Engineering ond Survey Brancl bout two years ago and the

(@) The road leading to the School has not had J 
any maintenence ror the past two years, It requires con= 
sidereble gravelling and filling in certain sections. At 
present it is almost impassable, particularly in wet 
weather. However, I believe that for an expenditure of 
a proximately $500.00, the road could be put in shape to 
handle the neceseary traffic until early next summer. I 
would recommend that sufficient fundsa be provided next 
year to do a pr r repair and maintenance job on the 
road. Thie would probably require $3000. or $4000. 
depending on ti! extent of the work. 


(f) Painting: A paint job is badly required, 
both inside and outside from the basement to the tor 
floor. Some of this work could be carried out during 
the fall, but it is rather difficult to do much indoor A,» 
painting while the children are in school, It 18 also \ 
aifficult to estimate the cost of such a job since a 
great deal of preparatory work ie necessary such as plas- 
tering, cleaning the walls, preparing surfaces, crack 
filling etcetera, prior to painting. However, I believe 
$1000.00 would go a long way toward completing this work, 


The floors in the dormitories are actually in 
a very bad state of repair, and something should be done 
The beds have no castors or other protec @evice on 
the bottom of the lege, and I believe thie should be 
rectified before ti floors are repaired. While this ap- 
pears to be very simple matter, it is actually rather 
difficult to keep anything on the legs of the bede, as 
the children will remove anything movable. Poesibly 
someone in the Department may have some good suggestions 
in thie respect.

Bathing 150 children 
in half a dozen bath tuba is rather a formidable 
job. I em told that at some of the residential 
schools the children slip on a simple cotten bathing 
suit (home made and cheap) and go into the shower 
room a dozen or more at one time. I would recommend 
that these showers be installed and that some such 
bathing routine be instituted, 


"It would be appreciated if the Indian Affairs Branch 
would advise us if any action is proposed.”

On my return to Ottewa I wrote Globelite Batteries 
accordingly and on 25 th October we received a copy of a letter 
written by the Company to the Principal from which the follow- 
ing is an extract:

5 (B.1), with respect to the possibility of installing shewers for the 
boys end girls at the Sioux Lookeut Indian Residential Scheol, I wish 
te advise that we have recently received a quotation from the Head 
Gonstruction Company on this work. Mr. Head states that the rooms 
originally intended for showers would easily accommodate six mits and 
that he would install same at on appreximate overall cost of $50.00 per 
wait. This would mean building a cement floor, tiling the walls, 
partitioning the showers, furnishing the shower mite, and attending to 
the necessery pipe fitting. If funds are available, I would recommend 
that arrangements be made to have at least four shower mits inetalled 
in both the boys’ and girls' side. 


I have alee asked Mr, Head to let us have a figure on the 
cost ef painting and plastering the different sections of the building. 
A certain amoust ef work should be done immediately in the boys' wash- 
reom where the plaster and wallboard particularly on one «md of the 
teow are in an exceptionably bad state of repair. It seems to me that 
twe er three mm could be employed on maintenance at this school for 
the remainder of the winter.

I wish to explain some of the reasons for employing Mr. Peter Seymour in 
a temporary capacity at the Sioux Lookout I. Re S. from December 26 to January 9 
inclusive. 


Mr. Seymour was formerly engaged as manual training instructor at MeIntosh 
and has been employed as handyman, carpenter, ete., at the Lac Seul and Omaburgh 
nursing stations during the pest several months. fie reported here the moming of 
December 28, enrovte to Lac Seul, but owing to the conditions at the Sioux Lookout 
School, I persuaded him to ge there for a few days and to remain if possible wtil 
his services were urgently required elsewhere, or at least until the Principal and 
Night Watchman returned. No person at the school seemed to mow exactly how long 
they would be away. 


I was particularly concemed regarding the total lack of supervision of 
the boys. During the holiday season they came to 
aifferent times crossing the thin ice just below the stretch of open water, 
the CG. Ne Railway bridge. 


the Night Watchman's duties at this time had been delegated to Joe Aschin, 
a very mreliable bey for this type of work. I believe that he was the only adult 
male staff member living in the main building at the time as Mr. MacDonald and Mre 
Barker were living in the cottages. During this peried I visited the school every 
day ae I was very worried about the whole situation. Mr. MacDonald, the Vice- 
Principal, did net kmow, according to his om admission, the exact location of all 
the fire hese outlets. I discussed this with him, also with Seymour. 


Mr. Seymour was instructed te be on the alert during the night and te keep 
the beys occupied during the day and prevent them from coming to tow if possible. 
Hie did all thie and more, consequently it is recommended that he be paid at the rate 
of $5.00 per day for his services during the time he wes at the school. This has 
been covered by our Voucher Noe 16. 


It is also recommended that Mr. Seymour be engaged as manual training in- 
structor at both the MoIntosh and Sieux Leokeut Schools. He could spend three days 
a week at both schools. I fully realise that there is a full time job for such a 
man at either school but three days a week would be much better than the present 
arrangewent. I also fee) that there is an urgent need for a man of Seymour's ability 
and character at both schools. Mr. Doucett will be discussing this mtter in Ottawa 
but I thought it advisable to place ay views on record alse.

Referring to Colonel Neary's letter of October 22, File 470- 
5 (B.1), with respect to the possibility of installing showers for the 
boys and girls at the Siout Lookout Indian Residential School, I wish 
to advise that we have recently received a quotation from the Head 
Construction Company on this work. Mre Head states that the rooms 
originally intended for showers would easily accommodate six units and 
that he would install same at an approximate overall cost of $50.00 per 
mite This would mean building a cement floor, tiling the walls, 
partitioning the showers, furnishing the shower wits, and attending to 
the necessary pipe fitting. If funds are available, I would recommend 
thet arrangements be made to have at least four shower units installed 
in both the beys' and girls’ side. 


I have also asked Mr. Head to let us have a figure on the 
cost of painting and plastering the different sections of the building. 
A certain amount of work should be done immediately in the boys' wash- 
room where the plaster and wallboard particularly on one end of the 
room are in an exceptionally bed state of repair. It seems to me that 
two or three men could be employed on maintenance at this school for 
the remainder of the winter.

We sub- 
mitted a requisition covered by our letter of December 1, 1948. 
The requisition listed every item asked for by the Principal. We 
were informed by commmication from the Superintendent of Education, 
dated December 20, Pile 470-5 (E.1), that owing to lack of funds the 
furniture would not be secured at the present time and we advised 
the Principal accordingly. 


I agree with Canon Coot that the interior should be painted 
and that water and bathroom facilities should be installed. However, 
I do not feel that it would be practical to wmdertave any of the 
plumbing work required mtil the frost is out of the gromd. I also 
suggest that the items listed on our requisition dated Decenber 1 be 
revised and that someone more competent than either Messrs. Mac Donald 
or Evans prepare a more suitable list. 


While on the subject of the Sioux Loovout Indian Residential 
School, I would recommend that some thought be given to having the 
school closed at least a month earlier this year and that plans be 
made to give the building a complete renovation. ‘This would include 
painting, plumbing, building repairs outside and inside, eto.

With reference to your marginal notation of February 7th 
on Major Mackay's memorandum of Februery 4th in connection with 
the above, you are advised as follows:- 


Our heating engineer carried out an inspection of the me- 
chanical services at the above, on the 6th and 7th of March, and 
the results of his survey are summarized below together with re- 
commendations; for your information and transmission to the Indian 
Affairs Branch. 


Generally the condition of the building and its mechanic 
services may be described as having had hard usege, and there is 
Little evidence to show that reasonable care and maintenance have 
been provided in the past, In spite of thi the building appear: 
to be sound and could be put in hetter than average condition, if 
immediate steps were taken to carry out repairs and revisions here~ 
inafter outlined, 


The Donald Inspection Company's irvey, indicates serious 
plumbing an rainage discrepancies hile it was impossible to 
check the c¢ iti f the sewage dispose field owing to the pre- 
sence of several feet of snow, it can be safely assumed, that the 
arrangement of gang closets would contribute to unsatisfactory 
operation of the sewage disposal field as well as the septic tank, 
The two groups of gang closets are under continuous flushing by 
overhead automatic water tanks, This keeps the septic and disposa 
field flooded and prevents proper bacterial action from taking place 
in the tank, It is also Likely that the dispos 1 fiosld will be sour 
and sodden, 


The drainage lines appear to be properly sized and cere 
ful enquiry showed that most of the trouble due to blockages, re- 
sults from boots, skates, and other sundry items being forced int 
the system. It was suggestec tl Acting Principal by our officer, 
that stricter dicipline be maintained in the recreation rooms to pre- 
vent the pupils from wilfully throwing such items into the drainage 
system, 


The domestic hot water system is served by a generously 
sized jacket heater which is connected to a 300 gallon domestic hot 
water storage tank. No complaints were received about the ineffici 
of this system, but it was noted that the distribution piping to the 
fixtures, wes undersized, Mahy of the faucets on basins and bath- 
tubs were in need of overhaul and in some instances, replacement,

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Since no complaints with regard to this system were brought to the 
attention of our officer, it is felt that for the time being this 
layout should remain undisturbed, It is also felt that satisfactory 
repairs to the existing faucets can be made by the new caretaker 45 
required, 


Most of the complaints centered on the heating system, 

While the original plan was followed closely, a careful study indi- 
cates that the design is not suitable for a pbuilding of this character. 
No traps were installed on the mains and as a result, they are not well 
drained, Instead of traps, bleeder connections between the ends of 

the main and the wet return were installed. These connections were 
hooked up in such a manner as to cause many short circuits, and as 

a result, distribution of steam to various parts of the building is 
very unequal, Some rooms are cold while others are greatly overheated, 
The branch mains to the Principal's quarters, are too small, improperly 
installed, not dripped, and not graded 4n accordance with required 
standards, These branch mains will have to be removed and replaced 

by piping of proper size. 


About 65 to 70% of the radiator traps were found to be 
passing steam and will have to be replaced, Repeirs to traps as old 
as these, is not practical and could be more costly than replacing 
them with new traps. Most of the radiator valves were damaged or 
worn out and quite beyond repair, For your information under good 
conditions, radiator traps can not be expected to perform their func- 
tions longer than 15 years, This system has been in use over 20 years, 


There are ) Pascol steel low pressure steam heating boilers, 
each rated at 4000 sq.f E.D.R. Bither one should be able to handle 
the entire load under normal conditions, except the most severe 
weather when both must be used. They are hand fired and a fair grade

Referring to your 129-6-5 (E.1) of 2nd July, 1948, following is an 
extract from a letter of 23rd July, 1948, written by our Principal at Sioux 
Lookout to your Superintendent there: 

L. This will acknowledge receipt to the Department of the following 
articles requisitioned for use at the school: 


Walk-in Refrigerator, in sections, delivered by Mr. P. Cosco of 
Sioux Lookout, including compressor and blower and necessary piping. 


D.C. Motors, one for the compressor and one for the blower have 
not yet been delivered, but Mr. Cosco hae ordered them from 


Winnipeg. The original motors, AsC., wore not suited for opera- 
tion here, 


A great amount of trouble has been experienced with the mechanical 
apparatus of this refrigerator, On General Turner's visit to the school 
on 19th October, 1948, the unit was out of action because the motor was 
not working and he arranged with Mr. Swartman that the letter would get 
after the local electricians in Sioux Lookout to expedite repairs. By the 
time that Canon Cook visited the school on 7th November, 1948, the unit 
was operating but the motor was still giving trouble. Subsequently the 
unit failed again and in his report following his visit to the Sehool on 


28th January, 1949, Canon Cook noted that the "refrigerator will be in 
operation shortly". 


On 22nd February, 1949, the Principal reported that "the com- 
pressor motor ig now operating but the motor for the blower had to be 
removed once again for further repeirs. The unit is, therefore, still 
inefficient". Our latest report from the Principal ie dated 26th March, 
1949, and states that “the School walk-in refrigerator is not working; 
it never has been satisfactory".

In the light of the foregoing I am certain you will agree thet 
the situation is far from satisfactory from the standpoint of laying in 
supplies of perishable or semi~perishable foodstuffs beceuse the 
Principal never knows when the unit is going to fail, It will be 
appreciated therefore if steps are taken at an carly date to replace 
the present unsstisfactory mechaniem by « unit that can be relied on 
eo thet the refrigerator may be 100% serviceable by the time the warm 
weather arrives, As you know, it is both expensive and inconvenient 
to transport perishable and semi~perishable foodstuffs daily from the 
town of Sioux Lookout to the School having regurd to ite location and 
the only satisfactory solution is « walk-in refrigerator that can be 
depended upon to function properly.

I appreciate 
your prompt action in having a representative of 
Ryan Brot ers visit the school. na letter 
received today from the M.5.C.C., they quoted as 
follows from a letter they received from the 
Principal of the Sioux Lookout Sehools 


"Last Monday General Turner made arrangements 
for the Ryan Bros. to send a man to examine and if 
possible to repair the compressor unit ae as to fet 
the walk-in refrigerator working. The man came on 
Thursday from Winnipeg and after working at the motor 
from 10630 aems till 5630 pems he left after having 
no suceess. I saw him before he boarded the train 
baédk to Winnipeg and he said we would either have to 
ship the whole unit to Winnipeg or have a completely 
new one. In the meantime, I have had meat and butter 
go bad in the Ice House. I am afraid I will have to 
purchase meat, butter and eggs, in fact all food that 
is perishable from the local stores until the 
refrigerator is fixed. It has been out of working order 
since the 13th of June. Until last Tuesday we have been 
able to keep some meat and butter in the Ice House but 
this last four days it has been hopeless to try". 
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It is presumed that the man from 
Ryan Brothers will now be in a position to 
advise you exactly what should be done, We are 
inelined to feel that a new unit is required. 


It would be appreciated if you would 
obtain specific information from Ryan Brothers 
regarding the repairs necessary to this refrigerator 
and if they recommend a new unit you should obtain 
specific information from them regarding what should 
be supplied and also a quotation and forward these 
to us as soon as possible. We would like to have 
the refrigerator in proper working order at an early 
date.

In the last paragraph of your letter 470-5(E.1) of 22nd January, 
1949, you requested that definite instructions be issued to the School that 
the new battery receive every possible care and attention. Such instructions 
were issued to our Principal on 24th January as per copy sent you on that date. 


Following my recent visit to Sioux Leokout I had occasion to 
write Globelite Batteries, Ltd., Winnipeg regarding instructions to the En- 
gineer in the matter of charging the battery and the following is an ex- 
tract from the reply received from then today: 


"We have for acknowledgment your letter of July 4th and in reply wish to 
advise that our Mr. Thurston recently paid a visit to the Residential 
Sehool near Sioux Lookout, 


The principal points that should be carefully watched are temperature 


and vibration. Nover permit the temperature to rise over 12 ¥. 

This can be easily checked with an ordinary dairy thermometer by 
inserting same through the vent hole in the cover of one of the battery 
cells. Also, the battery should be cushioned in some manner to reduce 
excessive vibration, Our Mr. Thurston advises that when he called at 
the School, he noticed that the vibration from the engine caused the 
battery to excessively vibrate. We might suggest that cork approxi~ 
mately BE thick be placed under the battery stand to eliminate this 
excessive vibration.” 


This matter is brought to your attention becauge, ao both the 
engine (the Lister for driving the electric generator) and the battery re- 
ferred to were installed recently by your Branch, it is presumed that you 
will want to give favourable end early consideration to the provision of the 
cork cushioning suggested by Globelite Batteries, Limited, so that the life

Before coming East, I made a visit to the Indian School 
at Sioux Lookout which, I regret to say, has been my first visit, 
although I have visited the other schools on several occasions, 


I thought they had better than average principal and, 
while the staff is under requirements, it appeared to be very much 
abreast of the job and of a practical type. 


I found that practically all the lavatories were simply 
putrid as the equipment simply cannot be made to operate with local 
repairs as it is so ancient. 


The Mayor of Sioux Lookout and several representatives 
of local bedies joined me in the visit and all were most astonished 
to think that anyone could expect this situation to drift until we are 
able te pass another year's estimates, 


I know that officials of the Department have been interest- 
ed in getting this situation remedied this year but have been frustrated 
by the fact that there is no obvious, specific estimate toe provide the 
funds. 


I would appreciate it very much if you could see your my 
clear to have someone examine the matter again immediately to see if by 
stretching ingenuity it just could not be possible to find funds from some 
ef your items that would enable the very nasty situation to be corrected 
now without waiting for next year's estimates, 


Apart from this, I felt that there had been considerable 
progress in recent months in tidying up the premises. Many of the rooms 


showed evidence of Sumer painting and there is still a condiderable amount 
of thie type of work as it can be appreciated that old buildings, under 
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the best of management, are hard to keep looking right.

With reference to Mr. Bethune's memorandum of Sept- 
ember 22nd addressed to the Deputy Minister, bearing your 
marginal note of the 23rd instant together with copies of 
eorrespondence between the Minister and Mr. Benidickson in 
connection with the above, you are advised as follows. 


A perusal of our files with reference to the above, 
@iscloses that the only complaint received was in connection 
with the heating system. This was registered in Mr. Hoey's 
menorandum of November 28*h, 1947. 


—_— 


Early in Mareh 1948, an officer from this Division 
was assigned to inspect the heating system and assess the re~- 
jquirements for its correction. At that time his attention 
iwas drawn to the plumbing system. From his observations it 
'was deduced that the majority if net all the bloekages re- 
| ported were due to the carelessness and mischief of the pupils. 
i This observation was not contested by the school staff during 

four officer*’s visit. Our officer found instances of exces- 

ji sive amounts of foreign matter having been wadded inte various 
fixtures. There was also sufficient evidenee to safely assume 
that indifferent attention had been given in the past to keep 
the plumbing fixtures up to a reasonable standard of cleanli- 
ness. 


While we do not consider that the gang closet ar- 
rangement is as satisfactory as individual closets and tanks, 
it is a fact that on several similar installations in other 
residential schools, better and more successful attempta have 
been made to keep them clean. It is questionable if automatie 
flushing is sufficient to keep this type of water closet clean 
without daily attention being given by some responsible member 
of the sehool staff. 


By the same token, it can be stated that the condi- 
tien of individual water closets in several other schools 
which have been inspected in recent years, leaves much to be 
desired as far as hygienie conditions are concerned, 


It is our considered opinion that any type of urinal 
or water closet in an institution sueh as the above should be 
cleaned several times weekly by a staff member and that flush- 
ing alone is not sufficient to maintein @ satisfactory standard. 
It is alse our opinion that if this duty were carried out, the 

| imetallation of gang or range clesets would not present a has~- 
ard to hea) th.

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In @ memorandum dated March 16th outlining our re- 
commendations following our officer's inspeetion, the romoval 
of the gang closets in this school was advocated. 


It was our understanding that the Indian Affairs 
Branch were doubtful that funds could be made available for 
this part of the work and after raising the point, we were 
verbally advised by Indian Affairs officials to take no ac~ 
tion in this connection. 


Without having full details as to the method of the 
ultimate disposal of the sewage, but assuming that this system 
is adequate since no complaint has been received to the con- 
trary, it may be safely estimated that the sum of at least 
$5,000.00 would be required to replace the existing gang 
closets with individual units. 


If instrueted, we will prepare the necessary speci- 
fication and arrange to call for tenders covering this work.

Dear Doctor: 


On September 28th I visited the Sioux Lookout Indian residential school and 
made a thorough inspection. 


In general there has been a vast improvement under the present principal Hev. 
Wilson and I was very pleased indeed with the many changes he hae made and with the 
present attitude of both staff and children. A great deal of painting has been 
done with brighter colors and the building is clean, which condition has not 
prevailed for several years. The children's body and clothes were clean and good 
discipline is maintained. I had the privilege of having dinner with them and there 
has been a great improvement in the way the food is prepared and served. I presume 
the Department dentist will visit the school this Fall as there is considerable 


work required. I feel that the Department should make an extra effort to alter a 
few discrepancies in their Department now that the school is being run competently 


and I would like to recommend the following: 


1. The road to the school should be widened so that the snow plough could pass 
through and keep it open in the winter. At present the road is too narrow for 
@ snow plough. 


2. There is in wet weather a continuous seepage into the basement through the 
foundation. Often water is 1" or 2" deep and this constitutes a real hazard to the 
children's health not to mention the inconvenience of working in such a condition. 
I think most of this water comes from the roof and I would suggest that an eaves- 


trough be placed around the entire building and the water from same be conducted 
away from the building.

3. The boys' lavatory requires considerable work. The room itself needs plastering. 
The present 3 tubs should be removed as the shower room is adequate. All of the 


boys' toilet bowls should be removed and replaced by new ones. The present scheme is 
very bad and cannot be rectified. There is leekage from the present concrete toilet 
block which creates an odor through the building and the situation in general is 
unsanitary and a danger to the health of the children. This is inside work and can be 
done even after "freeze-up". I feel that the Department should undertake this 


work immediately - 


4. There should be mechanical refrigeration supplied for the kitchen as the present 
one does not function and cannot be repaired. The large refrigerator is working well 
but the kitchen staff cannot go to the large refrigerator for small items as this 
would mean opening and closing the door of same incessantly ami a low temperature 
could not be maintained. I would suggest that this new refrigerator be a kerosene 
type although the present ectrical plant might possibly carry the extra work of 

an electric refrigerator is fairly heavily loaded at present. All of which is 
respectfully submitted.

which I think you ought to have. 


(a) Typhoon Pump - The pump has been installed on 4 concrete 
base in the pump house tut that is as far as it has gone. 
Wwe will still have to thaw out pipes and hose in the winter 
before we can use it etc. There is no permanency about 
it at all such ag having a pipe from the well connected 
so as the water will flow through the lead in to the 
school tanks. 


Electric Wiring - Mr. Swartman told me some time ago that 
the Indian Department supplied the money ete. and it was 
up to me to get men to do the work of all equipment around 
the school. The job that wis done last Fall in connection 
with the electricity is still incomplete in so far that the 
wire leading from the school basement to the Cottage is 
still above ground. The man that Mr. Swartman employs 

for all his electrical work etc. for the Dept. is “r. Lawler 
and I have gotten after the said Mr. Lawler four times 
since last Sept. lst. Each time it is going to be done 
the next day or so. The wire that is on the ground at 
present is I believe to te used at Lac Seul Hospital and 
the man is waiting for a different kind of wire before he 
can make & permanent job. We have had heavy frosts and 

two falls of snow this last week and if he does not get 
here soon the wire will still be on the ground another 
winter. 


Fire squipment 2 this equipment has not been sent .

Thie 53 acknowledge receipt of your letter of December 
6th, file 470-5 (EB), and referring to paragraph 5 thereof I wish 
to advise that we will obtain the required information as soon as 
possible and report at an early date. 


Reference your paragraph (4), concerning a school boat, 
I wish to advise that this craft is unserviceable, and since it 
is over twenty yeare old I believe the cost to recondition the hull 
would be out of question. Regarding the engine, I had it brought 
in for inspection and the qualified mechanic who examined it reported 
that the Kermath motor is obsolete and parts not available. This 
coincides with the Kermth manufacturers observations, The rings 
are seized and useless. The cylinder walis are worn 15/1000 which 
is well over the tolerance permitted. The valve springs installed 
are the wrong type and it is now impossible to obtain the correct 
Springs for this type of motor. The crankshaft is worn about 2/1000 
which is also over-tolerance, Generator and electrical system 
requires re-building or replacing. 


The Principal of thie school informed me sometime in the 
Pall that he had an offer of $500. for the motor from some party in 
Hudson, Ontario, but I wae of the opinion that the prospective 
buyer could not be serious. Gince the boat and moter is the property 
of the Department I would appreciate your advice with respect to 
the dieposal of same, My suggestion would be to either write it 
off er sell it to the pameos* bidder with the understanding that the 
buyer be acquainted Wi Me.exact condition of the boat and motor.

This letter referred 
to the subject order and in 4s much as we had 
supplied couplings as ordered we could not quite 
understand what the difficulty was, Ultimately, 
this hose was returned to us with 4 letter dated 
March 2nd, signed by Reverence J,S. Wilson, advising 
that the hose was not suitable for the purpose for 
which it was intended and the couplings were over- 
size for the hydrants in the building".

Further reference ia mde to your letter of Decenber 6, 2919 
file 470-5 (R) particularly with respect to paragraph three (Lighting). 
We have recently learned that the Department of Transport could supply 
up to 25 hep. providing a voltage regulator was installed, This would 
be ample for the present needs of the school although before geing into 
the matter further it is suggested that a qualified engineer review and 
report on the situation. 


The distance from the radio range station to the school in a 
straight line is abeut 1¢ miles but a pole line of 2 miles would pro- 
bably be required, ‘the cost would deyend also on how much clearing 
would be required and the site of the pole line would have to be 
determined before an estimate could be prepared, Regarding crossing 
the Canadien National Railway tracks, permission would have to be 
obtained from the Board of Railway Commissioners. 


With reference té a boat for the school, this would be an 
extremely useful piece of equipment as Canon Cook has pointed out, 
There ie a mall boat, approximately 20'x 6' beam built by the Purvis 
Brothers in Selkirk, Manitoba, that would be ideal for the school, 
This craft has a shelter cabin and powered by an inbeard Kermath or 
Gray motor, One of these was recently supplied to the Trout Lake 
Warsing Station, It sells for approximately $2,000.00,

In order that the correct sise of linen lined hose may be 
supplied, we are forwarding under separate cover a used coupling 
which has been brought in by the Principal of the achool, In this 
connection we wrote to the Gutte Percha & Rubber Company on January 
31 advising them that the couplings were not the proper sise as this 
information had been passed along to me from Mr, Wilson, I Was under 
the impression at the time that the hose was the proper type but that 
the company had neglected to supply the correct size of coupling, I

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On the south bank and just At the entrance to the 
natrows they found an avea of about four acres of gently 
Sloping land all of which had been cleared, ana dec¥pied 
for some years by a min named Chambers who kept « fox farm, 
The buildings which he had erécted were $till standing, 
though in a greatly weather-worn condition, The party - 
janded at this point, and after spending aboufs one and one~- 
half hours in examining the cleared aud surrounding wooded 
area, came to the conclusion that it provided, ina remark- 
able degree, all the requivements of an institution such as 
it was contemplated to establish. ¥ , 

As other sites, however, had been recommended te 
the south, south-west, and south-east of the town, it was 
agreed that these should first be examined before fixing 
on any deoision, Thé party accordingly retarned to the town, 
and, after lunch, proceeded if a speedy hotor-boat owned 
and driven by Dr. Mitchell, to examine some of the other 
sites, which had been recommended, The firet part of the 
céurse lay in a touth-westerly direction across Pelican lake 
tothe strait known as Frog Rapids which receives the water 
from Abram léke at the farther end, After ascending the 
rapids the coursé lay acroés the Abram Lake in a north= 
easterly direction to a spot not more than a mile distant 
from the south side of the town, 


The party went ashore at this poifit, and after 
making their way up an incline t6 a height of approximately 
150 feet throuch a thick forest of Spruce, Poplar and Jack 
Pihe, with some Birch and email Cedar’ trees were found 
growing as wekl, examined the area along the tép. As the 
result of their examination they came to the conclusion” 
that. although the land when cleared would be suitable for 
farming purposes, and the fuél and water supplies would 
prevent no difficulty, a school established in that vicinity 
would stand in too close proximity to the town, They 
further concluded that as the land along the shore of Abram 
Take had been surveyed by the Ontario Government into lake- 
side plots for summer residences, a school if established 
there stoo@ in danger of being unable té seéure sufficient 
Space for all ite activities, in addition te the danger of 
complications with the White comimnities which might in time 
Surround it on the greater part of three sides. 


As the other si€es on the south and south-west 
sides of the torn were found to be so remotely situated 
as to prevent insuperable transportation difficulties, and 
af Block 10 on the north side presented difficulties and 
possibly long delays arising out of negotiations which would 
have té be conducted with the Railway Company and the 
Dominion Gévernment both of whom claimed ownership, in 
addition to its gevieral unsditability,and the price which 
would have to be paid for it, the delegation decided that 
the site at the Pelican Rapidé which had beén visited inthe 
morning was undoubtedly the most suitable for their purpose 
ih that district, and agreed to re-visit it again on the 
following day.

I beg to submit my report with reference to the cloosi 
of a suitable site for the proposed new Church of England Iniian 
Residential School to be erected on the min line of the Grand T 
Pacific in Northern Ontario. 


On Saturday, May 9th, I called at the office of the Crow 
Lands Department in Toronto, and obtained all the information possible 
with regard to the nature of the country in the vicinity of Sioux- 
Lookout, and also land available in the township of Drayton, which is 
the only tarnship surveyed in the vicinity of Sioux-Lookout, ‘This 
Department furnished me with a blue print of the township, on which 
they noted in red all of the lots sold or patented, [ also examined 
the surveyor's field notes of this township ami noted the nature of 
the land in the different parts of the township, more especially the 
portions most suitable for farming operations, 


On May 14th in company with Indian Agent, Mr. Biwards, 
Rev. Doctor Westgate, and Rev. Mr. Sanderson, an Indian Missionary 
and also an Iniian, I left for Sioux-Lookout. On our arrival there 
we were met at the station by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Hodder, and other prominent citisens including Mayor G. Greer and 
Mr, G, EB, Parlinger. ‘The citizens of Sious-Lookout were extremely 
anxious to have the school located as near their town as possible, 
and we discussed with them several sites which they suggested. Most 
of the sites suggested by them, however, were in my opinion too close 
to the town. We visited the locations sugested and of all the 
different localities visited we all agreed that the land situated at 
the Pelican Falls, lying between the falls and Pelican station on 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, was the most suitable from every point of 
view for the establishing of a residential school, The water approach 
to this site is located approximtely six miles by boat on the Pelican 
Lake from Sioux-Lookout. We visited this location on the afternoon 
of the 15th and thoroughly examined the property from the lakeside, 
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MEMDRANDUMs 
continued, 


On the morning of the 16th we obtained the use of the Rai lway 
Superintendent's gas car and drove to Pelican station, from 
where there is a good trail leading through the property. This 
gave an opportunity of examining the conditions from the railway 
side of the property. The site of the proposed school will be 
approximately 1g miles from Pelican Station and a good road can 
be built at very little cost to the station. The Pelican Palls 
site is advantageously situated as it is on the main water route 
where lannches can go to MacDougal Mills Station east about 

350 miles, south within a few miles of the C. P. Ry at Dinorwic 
where is situated the Wabigoon reserve, and east to Webster Station 
and north to the west end of lac Seul, All of these places can 
be reached without a portage. 


Sioux~Lookout is an historical Indian site as it is 
supposed to be one of the last places where the Sioux fought the 
Ojibways before being actually dfiven fram this part of the country, 
There is a very high hill near the station on which the Ontario 
Government have placed an observation tower, and it was at this 
Place where the final battle was fought, all of the /Sioux being 
killed with the exception of a young boy, whowas adopted by the 
Ojibways., His family were the Ackwedance family and previous to 
the last election, when Paul Thomas was elected Chief, this family 
retained the Chieftainship for many years, 


As all parties interested in the site for this school 
were agreed timt the lami above referred to at Pelican Falls 
is the most suitable from every point of view, I beg to recanment 
that application be made to the Ontario Govermment for the 
following land:- All parts of lots 27 and 26 north of the Canadian 
Rational Heilway concess,3,rart of lot 26 north of the Canadian 
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Se 


National Railway, concession Bs ami the southern part of 

lots 26 ami 27, concession Ce the southern part of lot A.

This property will contain approximately $60 acres. Of 

this acreage there is approximately 150 acres covered with

I have just received your letter of July 7th with 
blue prints enclosed relative to the site for the proposed 
new Indian School at Sioux Lookout. In reply I should like 
first to point out that in my opinion the Department of 
Lands at Toronto have slightly misunderstood the location 
which it was desired we should have for the School, They 
State that they understood from Mr, Orr that the most suit- 
able location for the School Buildings should be on the 
point of land on lot 26 east of the small bay. The spot 
which we chose however, was on the point of land on lot 26 
west of the small bay and just at the entrance to the 
narrows, end I am still of the opinion that no better site 
could be found in that part. According to your letter and 
the portion of the blue print which you have shaded in red, 
I find that the Department of Lands Toronto do not wish at 
present to release that part of let 26 on which thie site 
is situated, However, if the School is to be built. there, 
it will be necessary not only to have that part of 26 west of 
the smell bay, but also a strip not less than 200 yards wide 
of the eastern part of lot 27, and I beg to recommend that the 
Department of Lands Toronto, be requested to release as soon 
ae possible this area in addition to the other part which you 
have shaded in black, and at a later date, that part of lots 27 
and 28 which you have shaded in red.

Dear Sir:- Re - Clearing of land at Sioux Lookout School. 


In May last, I addressed a communication to your Depart- 
ment relative to various matters in connection with the new Sioux 
Lookout School, amongst them being that of clearing more land and 
the removal of the stumps etce., from the fourteen acres already 
Cleared. Up to date I have not received any reply to my letter 
and consequently am not certain as to what action your Department 
may contemplate taking in this comnesction. I may state, however, 
that the Rev. J.F.d. Marshall, the Principal, during his recent 
visit to the School learned that you had called for tenders for 
this work and that one of the tenders was as high as $400.00 an 
acre. This amount appeared to me to be a somewhat exhorbitant one, 
and greatly in excess of what was paid by your Department for 
Glearing land at Alert Bay where the work wae decidedly more 
Giffioult. After talking the matter over with the Principal it 
seemed to him and to me that if your Department were to supply the 
school management with a Tractor, blocks, cables, eto., the 
engineer who is now at the School, along with the assistance of the 
Farm Instructor whosa appointment could be made on short notice, 
could undertake the removal of the stumps, and the preparation for 
seeding of the fourteen acres on which the trees have already been 
out down. The assistance of one extra man who could be engaged by 
the day might be necessary to help in piling the stumps readipg 
for burning, and in collecting and cutting the logs into cordwoud. 
On making inguiry as to the cost of a tractor f.0.b. Winnipeg the 
Cockshutt Plow Co., informed me that they have a thoroughly good 
second hand tractor (Huber) 12-20 hsp. which they will release for 
9650.00. 

If your Department purchased this, and I would recommend 
this action, and agreed to pay the salaries plus board of the 
three men referred to above, namely, Engineer $50.00 a month plus 
board, Parmer $50.00 a month plus board, and Day Labour $50.00 
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<g6 


a@ month plus board, the cost, mpart from the initial cost of the 
tractor,cables, eto., delivered at the school, and that of the 
gasoline, would not exeeed $250.00 a month. 


In thie way the whole of the 14 acres apart from that 
occupied by the buildings, could probably be dleared for a total 
expenditure of less than $2000.00 including the cost of the tractor, 
etc., whereas @ contract at $400.00 an sore would amount to some- 
where around $5000.00. 


I commend this matter to your careful consideration 
and if you agree to this arrangement whieh I have suggested I 
@hall be obliged if you will authorize Mr. Inspector Bunn to 
purchase the tractor, cables, blocks, ete., and Ship the same to 
the school.

During my visit to your Department of duly lst, I spoke 
to the Superintendent of Indian Education about the necessity of 
having a good road made from the Siceux Lookout School to the reil- 
way siding at Pelican Station and was advised to address a separate 
communication to you on thie subject. 


Owing to the heavy rains, and abnormally high water in the 
lake, parts of the area between the School and the railway have been 
flooded and made impassable for trensport. At the time of my lest 
visit to the School which was on May 29th, the water was then within 
two inches of the higheat level it had been known to reach, A bridge 
of logs which the School Management had made in the early part of the 
Season Over & spongy depression, I found floating in the water: Bales 
of hay required at the School are still lying near the railway siding 
as transportation is still impossible. If you provide the team and 
harness referred to in a separate letter, and the services of two 
extra men during the swomer months, it seoms to me that thia road 
could be made at a lower cost than in any other way. The present staff 
eannot undertake it. They have already worked beyond their strength 
and under exceedingly trying conditions. ~I cannot speak too highly 
of what they have already accomplished, but feel confident that with 
all the heavy work which they have still before them, they should be 
relieved of the labor of making the road.

I judge that the Department 
were in the same category and so was the school in question, so 
we carried on as best we could with fencing in our small pasture 
lot with the money allotted by you the same year, namely $115.22. 
Bach year this was & proposition which always faced us and this 
last quarterI was able to save on vegetables an amount to 
purchase sufficient wire to fence in our east and west lines. 


We have now received from the James Ashdown Hardware 


Co. eleven rolls of wire and we are starting in to erect our 
| fences as soon as the frost goes out of the ground. We would be 


very giad if you would take this matter up again with the 

General Superintendent of the Canadian National Railways, Winnipeg 
jas their part of the work depended on us having our side fences 
lerected down to the right of way on the railway property. 


T have several times, both in spring and fall, tried 
my utmost to locate the east line. I have even measured with 100 
foot steel tape line, followin out the plan of the lot #2113, made 
out in Feb. 1, 1926, under 129/6/9, Feb. 21, 1926. But each time 
have failed to locate any semblance of a line, stake or other 
survey marks. This spring I was talking to Mr. Dynes, the Dominion 
Land Surveyor in Sioux Lookout, and he said he would be glad to 
come out with his instruments and help us to locate the same, 80 
we will make no mistake whatever in putting our fence on our own 
property. 


We also anticipate continuing the fence on the west line 
from our north weet corner down in to the little bay, thereby 
saving considerable amount in fencing, as you will note by looking 
at the map, our north line would take an equal amount of fence as 
there is on the railway, and we are anticipating at some future 
time to be able to purchase the pr perty to the north as stated by 
the Ontario Dominion Land Department in other Letters to you re- 
garding this matter.

In reference to your letter #129/6/9 June 2nd. 
1934, re. fencing this school property. We have worked hard 
at getting up our west line fence and I also had Mr. Dynes, 
Government Land Surveyor stationed at Sioux Lookout, in here 
and we searched for our east line, but it was impossible to 
find any trace of it. He wrote to the Ontario Land Office 
and seeived word back that this line had only been run on paper. 


It is not for me to say whose duty it is to run 
that line as I do not know under what agreement the property 
was purchased, but it will be necessary for this line to be run 
by an authorized Dominion Land Surveyor before we can erect 
our east line fence, and before the railway authorities will 
consider the matter of fencing along the railway right of way. 


I would deem it a great favour if you would have 
this matter looked into and given your careful consideration. 
We can render what assistance is possible as far as chopping 
ahead of the surveyor but it is impossible for us to run out 
the line without one. 


Would you kindly have this matter taken up with

In reply 6 your letter of March 6th, No. 1296-9, re construct- 
ing of a side road. 


Thig road would be purely for the School business. As Dr. Westgate 
stated there are times when it is very difficult to get the doctor 
here or cet a patient from here to Sioux Lookout in case of sickness. 
That T think would be the first object of the road. 


With the exception of the Railroad men at Pelican T do not think 
there is any one else who would be using the road. 


The exact distance is hard to estimate this time of the year. 
According to the map it would not be more than one to two miles. 


The exact route would have to be decided when the snow goes down. 


It would be pretty hard for me to make an estimate for the cost 
of building same. 


We have our own road from the school to the track, a distance of 
a mile and three quarters, which we keep in condition for hauling 
freight. 


Might I suggest the best pkan would be to send a man in to survey 
the land or route as soon as the snow melts, preferably before the 
frost left and I would also suggest that the early spring would be 
the most logical time for cutting out such a road. 
In the event of you being able to send in some one to survery it 
I woulda be very pleased to do all I can to assist them from this 
end.

In reply to your letter No. 129-6-9. 


On receipt of same I sent to Kenora, Dept. of Highways tor 
a map, copy of which is enclosed, also copy of letter trom 
Engineer Kelly. 


You will see he marked what he thought to be the route but 
that would not be quite right as we have & switch about @ 
mile east of Pelican and a road out from the school to the 
track which we keep in repair for unloading freight. 


We have no way out in the winter but over the railroad track. 
The only daily train goes through here about two o'clock in 
the morning. We have to have a special stop put on as there 
is no regular stop at Pelican, which we can't use any way as 
we can't get out to the track there. A Local passes here 
twice a week. 


In cases of sickness it is very hard to get the doctor out 

or children into the hospital. We resort to a plane at times 

but as we are near running water that is not very satisfactory 
is water on the ice. Last winter, for 

instance, t tor was called and used a plane and it got 

stalled and they sent out another plane to pull it out and it 

also got stalled and it took them a day and a half before 

they got away again. 


We have a water route for summer but that cannot always be 
used. 


The only other people who might use the road would be the 
C.N.R. section men at Pelican.

Indian Affairs Branch, Dept. of Mines and Resources, Ottawa. 


I understand the Depabtment of Transport is 
surveying a road location from a point on the highway 
to the Radio Beacon which is within one and one-half 
miles of the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School. 
If possible, I would recommend that arrangements be 
made at this time to have the Surgeyors locate a road 
to the school. Such a road is urgently required, as 
during the winter months, as well as break-up and freeze- 
up periods, traffic to and from the school is very diff- 
ieult and unsatisfactory. The local trains, only, stop 
at the school, two days each week. 

The Hydro power supplies the radio beacon and 
without excessive cost, could be extended to the school. 
This would eliminate the necessity for the present lighting 
system which has not been particularly satisfactory. 

I would recommend that this suggestion also be given con- 
sideration.

I was advised by the foreman that Government 
machinery from Kenora was being used and would be available next spring 
from that point. On this basis the cost is very much reduced from that 
which occurs when a contractor is carrying out the work for profit. Mr. 
Cheales and I went through the bush as far as we could and came to the 
conclusion that only about a mile and a half would require to be bull- 
dozed end cleared. ‘The first link from the school to the railway is in 
use now and for nearly one-half a mile it could be carried on along the 
railway track,for the trees have already been Geared away. There is then 
a short stretch of bush until the Vermilion River is reached. Mr. Cheales 
believes thet it would be possible for the school staff to build a bridge 
peat les so that this river could be crossed. Wood is being con- 
tinually cut for fuel and if this road were in prospect the trees could 
be cleared during the winter as far as the river. Our hope would then 
be that the Department might be able to make some arrangement with the 
Department of ‘transport so that their machinery when on the ground might 
go through the remaining mile and a half to connect with their road. 


I shall be grateful if you will kindly give consideration to 
this important matter and shall be glad to have the opportunity of dis- 
eussing it furthewith you when in Ottawa on the 25rd or 24th. I am con~ 
fident that the cost in th€s favourable circumstances would be reasonable, 
and that the gain in the happiness and efficiency of this schoel would be 
very considerable. If some arrangement could be made with the Department 
of Transport in the near future our school staff would be able to work 
at our end of the road through the winter. when I speak of staff i am 
happy to say that at the present time we are in a very favourable posi- 
tion, with four white men working for the school also two strong young 
Indians and an expert Finnish woodoutter.

Reference is made to previous correspondence in 
connection with the proposed road to the Sioux Lookout 
Indian Residential School. In conversation with Mr. Cheales 
today, he informed me he could place a few men cutting 
right-of-way almost immediately if he new the exact location 
of the road. It is suggested that arrangments be made if 
pessible with ths Department of Transport to have one of 
their Engineers visit the School and go over the situation 
with Mr, Cheales and instruct him as to the method of cutting. 
Ir a bulldozer is to be used, I understand the stumps are 
sometimes left high, otherwise left at ground level. 

Mr. Cheales is of the opinion that 4 vridge could be 
built across the stream (Vermillion River) on cribwork or 
piers instead of piling. He states that the river bottom is 
very rocky end the driving of piles would be very 4ifficult. 
He 6 @ man employed at the School at present who has hed 
considerable experience in small bridge construction and 
Delieves this man could undertake the job at a considerable 
saving ever the cost of a bridge built on piling, This could 
be discussed with the Engineer also and it wou a depend on 
hie recommendations what course ahould be followed.

This line extends from a point 
on the already nearly completed Range Station Roai, in a westerly 
direction crossing the Vermilion River,then parallel wifh the rail- 
way track to where the trail from the achool joins the track.

; There até two matters which need be taken into considgration 
at 6 earliest possible opportunity. A bridge across the Vermilion 
River is theofirst essential step. This would enable us to get back 
and forth to work on the road,and also to haul wood from the 
vicinity of the new road to the school. It is no longer possible to 
get wood suitable for our steam boilers any nearer to the sohool. 
The second matter is to obtain sanction from the Railway Company 

for a crossing @tist west of mile post 5. 

We have heard that District Airway Engineer, Hill of Port Arthur 
will be in Sioux Lookout early in May.I believe he is in charge of 
the comstruction of the Renge Station road. We hope that soon after 
his visit, work on the Range Road, ( which has beon at a stand still 
since last Fall) ,will be resumed ,and carried to completion. 

We trust too, that some definite arrangement may soon be made 
to enable us to start clearing the right of way,and also prepare 
meterial for ¢dmstruction of the bridge. Then when the Range Road 
is completed, our line will be ready for the Rulldozer, Grader and 
other machinery to make the road, 

May I again stress the urgent need of this road in to our 
school .Even as = write a staff member 4s walking six mile to town 
to have a fractured arm set. You are aware too I believe, that 
during the last three yoars two staff members have lost their lives 
when walking back from town at night. 

With a matter of but two miles,(at the most) of road construct 
«ion between our school and the graded Range Road, material for 
bridge and other construetion so near at hand; I feel we would miss 
a great opportunity for a thorough job if we do not mske use of 
the mchinery when available .

Mr. Campbell of the Engineering Branch called at 
this office to-day to discuss t yroposed road to the Sioux 
Lookout Indian Residential School Mr. Doucet of our depart- 
ment was also present It was decided that a recommendation 
should be forwarded to have the clearing work on the right 
of way commenced immedinte : There are three competent men 
(Indians) who are employed by the surveyor at present and 
could be hired for the clearing job. Possibly four or five 
other experienced Indian bush workers could also be hired 
locally. The clearing would allow the ground to thaw out. 
This is necessary before machines could work on the road. The 
prevailing rates for this type of labour are 45¢ and 50¢ per 
hour for labourers, and 75¢ per hour for foremen. The clear- 
ing rate i8 $80.00 per acre, and $125.00 per acre for grubbing. 
It might be more satisfactory to let this job on a@ contract 
basis. There are 14 acres to be cleared, and 5 acres to be 
grubbed.

A short time ago I wrote you in connection with the proposed 
road in to the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School . 

« Swartmam Indian Agent, has since been in Ottuwa,and I 
understood from him on his return, that a certain amount of money 
has been set agide for the construction of this road. 

Soom after Mr. Swartman,s return, Mr .W.A. Campbell Construct- 

-io% Mngineor arrived here from Ottawa with instructions from hia chief 
to survey a definite line, and to collect other information necessary 
before work could be commenced. 

Mr. C bell- has ruled out the original survey made last fall as 
impossible. has spent several days with Transit, and Level instruments 
on the lime which Mr. William Ferries and I blazed out previous to his 
arrival. Mr. Campbell thinks this a very good line with no rock work. 
Mr. Peterson, Construction Engineer,of *obt Arthur and Dryden, walked 
over the line with us . He too, considers it a very good line for this 
part of the country, along which a road could be made to the school 
in six weeks to two months time. 

There appears to be a few little things delaying the commencement 
of this mae important work. We would be obliged indeed if you would 
aseist us in clearing them up, and send us the word to carry on,at once. 

Firet of all,the impression has been given ,that the older boys 
at the school could do much of the clearing for the road. Perhaps I am 
somewhat at fault here,as I did mention to Dr. Alderwood this might be 
possible . We could have done some clearing weeks ago,had we my definite 
line to go by, but it is only this past week that a definite survey has 
been completed. One very gece Ind@an ,William Ferries, with twp younger 
men, have been assisting .« Campbell ,and they seem anxious to begin 
the clearing immediately the survey work is complete. My, Yerries will 
eall in four ow so, more Indians to help in the clearing,which, with a 
crew of six men will require perhaps three weeks .If we do not give 
Ferries the word to commence clearing Monday the [4th.inst. however, he 
will in all probability go back to his former work at the Airports,and 
&t will be impossible to obtain any mn of similar stamina and ability 
locally to foreman the job of clearing. 

In his estimates (hy Gampbell is allowing so much for clearings 
William Ferries who will probably be Zoreman of the clearing crew will 
receive a certain amount per hour, the other men somewhat less .

On investigation we 
note that they stopped work on the Range Station road last fall at 
a place where the going is rather slow, with over 4 mile of rock 
and swampy land ahead of them. -« We wish to make it clear,however 
that the line along which the school road will come, joins the Range 
Road at a point where it is graded; there appears to be a good sand 
road from this poin to the Highway. Mr. Campbell has been in 

telephone conversation with Mr. Hill District Airway Engineer , Fort 
Arthur who is in charges of the Hange Road construction, Nothing defimle 
could be learned from #r. M411. He did not know when he could obtain “ 
machinery to complete the road ta the Range Station; consequently he 
dia not know for certain if this road would be completed this year. 
Furthermore, Hill could not say if the equipment used off the Range Stn, 
Road would be available for the work on the road to the school . 

Mre Campbell recently contacted Mr. Peterson who has all the 
equipment required , axd,is willing to commence work on our road in 
two or three weeks time ; as Soon as we get some clearing done. 

Much credit is due Mr. Campbell for the way he has endeavoured 
to make a success of this venture,and may I strongly urge that his 
recommendations be adopted immediately that all unnecessary delay 
may be avoided . 

Finally ,your Department is aware that during the past three 
ere two of the school staff have lost their lives on the flailway 

rack while walking home from town. Recently a young lady on staff 
fractured her arm ,and had to walk the Railway Track ##x miles to 
have the arm set. Hardly a nonth passes but some need arises for a 
quick trip to town. All of which emphasises the great need for eetion 
on this road construction. 

Even now, though the lake has been clear of ice for weeks, we 
have no engine in our launch, no smaller boat on which we could use 
an outboard engine, and the second hand outboard engine has been on 
the shelf for months awaiting repairs « 

We &re anxiously awaiting word from you authorizing commencement 
of clearing the right of way,that we may pass the word to the men 
who are Wears’ #6 do the work.

The Sioux Lookout Indian Residential 
Behool is located on Lots 26, 27 and 28, Concession "B", 
and part of broken Lot 26, Concession nen, Drayton 
Township. This land was secured from your Department 
in 1926, In this connection I would refer you to letter 
signed by W. C. Cain, Deputy Minister, dated February 5, 
1926, your File No. 58855, 25095 and 25161. This school 
is operated for us by the Missionary Society of the 
Chureh of England in Canada, and for some time past they 
have been urging upon us the necessity of providing «a 
road from the school to the town of Sioux Lookout, which, 


as you know, is located on the Canadian National Railway. 


The Provincial Highway between Sioux 
Lookout and Hudson has been in existence for some time 
and I am now informed that a road is being carried through 
to the Radio Range, which is less than 2 miles from 
the school. 


Recently, one of our engineers visited 
Bioux Lookout and I enclose one blueprint copy of plan 
and one blueprint copy of profile for the proposed line. 


The sehool management has already done 
a small amount of clearing, but before proceeding further 
we are placing the matter before you, in the hope that 
you can grant us permission to complete the road in a 
manner that would meet the requirements of the Sioux 
Lookout School, where 135 Indian children and a staff 
of approximately 20 are in residence throughout each 
year.

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When our engineer was at Sioux Lookout 
he ascertained that there is a man in that vicinity 
who has the equipment that is necessary for construct- 
ing the road and that we could rent this, but as the 
person in question has other offers for the use of 
his equipment, it would be necessary for us to 
complete arr ements immedistely. I might also add 
that the Principal of the School informs us that 
additional labour is available at the present time 
put that, if the matter is delayed, it will be prac- 
tically {mpossible te proceed with the road during 
the present summer.

Ae you are aware, the road to the Sioux Lookout 

Indien Residential School has now been completed, and like 
all new roads, it will require considerable maintenence 

for some time to come. There is also the matter of keeping 
the road plonghed during the winter months, I understand 
from the local office of the Ontario Department of Highways 
that they are not in a position to attend to the ploughing 
due to lack of etaff and a4quipment, particularly the Latter. 


It is recommended that the Department endeavour to 
obtain a 2 or S ton dump truck from the War Assets Corporation, 
as well as a snow-plough attechment for same. This would 
pretty well enetive the road being kept open throughout the 
winter and the truck could be used to haul gravel and fuelwood 
which are in themselves quite a problem at the School.

The road will be a great asset to the School partic=- 

larly if it can be properly mainteined. One of our difficulties 
insofar as recruiting pupils for this particular school is 
concerned, in the past, has been to overcome the argument 
advanced by the Indian parents that their children, when sick, 
are unable to receive immediate medical attention or hospitel- 
isation. This argument was overcome to a large extent during 

the past summer as results will show, when it was pointed out 
that we would soon have a road to the School which would mean 
very little, if any, delay in providing medical attention. 


J Barly this month there were two young girle sick at 
i the school. At 4 in the afternoon it was decided they had 
> 5 pneumonia, and it was necessary to arrange for a stop on the 

main line, for the east bound passenger train, the following 
morning at 2.50. This meant taking the children from the 
Sehool to the Railway by team when the ~ temperature was hovering 
around sero and @lactig themiaboard the baggage car of the train. 
This is hardly fair to the children, and I see no reason,now that 
the road is completed, why the School should not have a good 
vehicle such as a stetion wagon, which could be used particularly 
in emergency cases of this nature.

Yesterday (Sunday) we had to arrange for a wood truck 
to proceed to the School in order to bring in another pneumonia 
case. All this creates a bad impression on the public as well 
as with the Indian parents, and with this in view together with 
the importance of safe-guarding the health of the pupils, the 
foregoing recommendations are made.

Due to heavy rains a washout occurred at Root Portage where the 
equipmeat rented for the school road was located. The 
contractor had te rebuild this work. This nom arrival of the 
equipment during the month of July was toth detrimental and 
unavoidable, July being the best construction month of the year. 
Construction, therefore, was earried out in very wet weather. 
Machines were working many days at a minimum of efficiendy. 

The final seetion of 2600 feet to de constructed was — and 
the general ‘effect eof any machinery in clay can be readi 
visualized. 


Again in order te get equipment on to the school 
road, it was necessary te fill in three swamps which accounted 
for sixty machine hours at $6.00 - $260.00. Finally, the 
mile section of the Range road whieh was made up of mud, 
waterlogged and not having any grevelled surface, was deeply 
rutted by heavily leaded timber trucks and was impassable.

I believe arrangements should be made to have a 
dentist visit the Sehool periodically. However, the local 
dentists are so busy and have such a wide area to cover, 
that they are unable to spare the time and they both 
express the opinion that the fees allowed by the Department 
are inadequate. 


The road to the Sehool has been practically 
impassable since Christmas, owing to the snow, and unless 
the road to the Radio Range (which connects with the 
School road) has considerable work done on it during the 
coming suamer, this condition will continue, However, I 
understand the Department of Transport contemplate doing 
gome work on the Radio Range road. It is recommended that 
if possible the Department of Transport be irged to 
complete their road. Then with a little more work on the 
Indian School road, it could be kept Open the year round 
and there should be no diffioultry in reaching the 
School by car, as when conditions were favourable I made 
the journey in less than half an hour.

I wish to acknowledge Mr. Phelan's letter of May 7th 
with respect to the Sioux Lookout Indian School road and to advise 
that the Radio Range road referred to in the letter sent by Mr. Brow, 
Acting Controller of Radio does not mean there will be a new road 
built to the Radio Range or that it will interfere in any way with 
the present road from the school which joins the Range road. 


According to information gathered from the Radio staff, 
it is proposed to make a thorough job of the Radio Range road in 
order that it will be an all weather road, wide enough to permit 
snow ploughing, grading, etc. with modern equipment. The mere 
fact that the school roed joins the Radio Range road should have 
little bearing on the amount of money the Department of ‘ransport 
would spend on their road. Prom our stand point it would be much 
more satisfactory if our Department used available funds tp im- 
prove thé #660! road. 


last year Mr. Cheales implied that the Radio Range 
road was in fair condition for traffic at the time of writing 
and I oan personally vouch for this statement. There were about 
two spots in the road which required some filling and gravel. This 
was attended to by Mr. Campbell, the Engineer in charge of the 
construction of the school road. However, due to heavy truck 
traffic during the early winter and this spring, the road became 
almost impassable for light vehicles. 


As I see it the only one who has derived mech benefit 
from the road is Mr. Stogryn who has wood lots adjacent to the 
road and he claims to have full consent from the Department of 
Transport to use the Radio Range Road at all times irrespective 
of the condition of the road bed, for hauling out wood.

Re your letter of May 14th. Have had your 
road inspected and it is not up to such a standard 
that we could safely run our machine over it. 


Would suggest that your Department widen the 
narrow portions of the road and raise the low spots and 
then make some arrangements with our Department for the 
maintenance of the road, 


It might be as well to point out to your Depart- 
ment that the Federal Government has two other roads, one 
to’ the Beam Station and one to the Airport at Sioux Lookout 
that will have to be maintained and it might be a good idea 
to have some agreement made covering the maintenance of 
those roads as well. The reason I suggest this is because, 
if a machine were sent in to the Indian School, they should 
dragé the road to the Beam Station on the same trip.

The matter :ompletion of the Range Road,and perhaps,the 
widening of the school roa aw 3) 1e@ decision of the 
Department of Indian Affaire and the spartment of Pransport,as 
regards Mr. Cooke,s suggestion that the cost of wnstruction of 
the first I+ miles of the Range Road be shared. At present this 
portion of the road ,(which is of course,used by us in going to, 
and from the school | is mite low, and deeply rutted ,with 
stagnant water of the swamp on both sides » This is the only 
portion of the road which has not been gravelled,and ,should rein 
occur ,it would indeed be impassable. 

Might I urge that the matter of completion of this I} mile 
of road be expedited,that work may be underway soon as ever poss 
ible. June and July are the best months by far for such work. If 
work not begun until Autum it would be a battle with the elomenta: 

As to the School Road proper, it has some gravel throughout, 
and is passable ,but quite narrow in many places. With what help we 
have at the school, (only three boys over thirteen years of age, 
and one man ) we have recently constructed three culverts on the 
Sehool Road, did some ditching ,and placed rocks around cribbing 
at the bridge. There is indeed a limit to what we can do with the 
lack of necessary equipment,and manpower. 

We trust that when equipment is at work on Range Road we will 
be able to get same to widen the school portion of the road,and, 
perhaps put some more gravel on same. This would be all that is 
required on that portion of road which is used by us et the school. 
Again thie work could be accomplished and maintained tfiwe had the 
hydraulic lift dump truck at the school,as recounended by Campbell, 

Trusting we may have word from you in near future and that 
we may soon as possible ,have an all-weather road to the gghool.

Considerably more than we had anticipated and, consequently, 
it was not possible for us to obtein a further smount in the 
current year's appropriation for this particular purpose. 
However, we will endeavour to assist you in keeping the 
echool section of the road in as good a condition as 
limited funds will permit. Please let me know what amount 
would be ef assistance to you.

To provide adequate service to #1) concerned we ere ef the 
opinion thet an all-weather read of hicher stenard than 
originally contemplated is desirable, en’ to this end a 
survey hes been made end plens, profiles, cross-sections, 
specifications and estimates prepered, providing for « 

46 foot cleared right-of-way with « 20 foot grevelled road- 
way to the intersection with the school reed and « 16 foot 
yond beyond to the radio range. The estinated cost is 
$20,000.00. 


The cost of construction is almost equally divided between 
the two one end one half mile sections or, say $30,000.00 
for the 20 foot roed width portien in which the Indien 
Seheol people are interested.

Dr. @.L.Bell of Sioux Lookout, who is Medics] Officer 
for the Indien Sehool, had eccasion recently to visit the School and 
experienced great difficulty in getting through with his car, partioulerly 
over the outlet end of the Range Rosd. The existing heavy rutting of 
this pertion of the road is due to one Mr. Stegryn, whe is hauling heavy 
loads from wood limits adjoining beth the Range and School roads. Last 
year the Dept.of Indien Affeire spent $600 in heuling fill material and 
gravel on the Range Read in order to make thet perticuler section pessible. 
Stogryn immediately brought in e porteble mill end soon the roed was ime 
passable. Sngineer Campbell, who was in charge of the construction of 
the school teed, had Stegryn (who recognised his responsibility) bring 
in trucks for two deys and repair the damage. 


With dmmediste possibility ef ean urgent call from the 
School of ene hundred and fifty pupils, for a Doctor, we would ask if 
you could put sufficient pressure on Stogryn to keep heavy loads off the 
roed and to keep that portion of the roed in such condition thet a oar 
oan get over the ground at any time.

The Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School, Sioux 
Leoxout, Ontario, has a pupilage of 135. This school, while 
owned by the Department is under the management of the Church 
of England and for many years they have urged on us the 
necessity of constructing a road from the school to the town 
of Sioux Lookout. In 1945 we constructed a road from the 
school to an existing road which runs from Sioux Lookout to 
a radio range station operated by the vepartment of yransport. 


for the past year, the radio range road has become 
almost impassable owing to heavy traffic and as a consequence 
we have received complaints from the school management to the 
efrect that the Department of Transport should be urged to 
repair their road. When the Surveys and Engineering Branch 
approached the officials of the Transport Department the 
latter expressed the opinion that we should contribute pert 
of the cost of repairing the road due to the fact that traffic 
from the school travels over a section of the range road 
before reaching Sioux Lookout. 


Recently I received a copy of a letter dated Dec. 10 
which the Deputy Minister of Transport had sent to you. in 
that letter it was suggestea that this Department should 
contripute $5,000.00 towarde the cost of repairing the road.

The parents who live at Lansdowme 
House were imnediately notified but since we have had no word from 
them, it is preaweed that they are c at on the trapline. 


Recently there has been an epidemic of the flu or colds and 
approximately ferty children were confined to bed at one time during 
the past two weer-s. 


With the small staff at this school it can be readily seen 
that such a situation would present a problem It is suggested that 
arrengements be made iomediately to have a qualified nurse spend som 
time at the school as there is always the possibility that there my 
be other 7.B. cases present. There are also convalescents who re- 
quire special care and attention.

The accompanying list shows the reserves from which the 
pupile of the Wikwemikong Industrial School ere reomuited, with the 
number in the sohool from each Reserve. Father Paquin in hie letter 
of the 28th. ultimo goes fully into his reasons for wishéng to change 
the location of the school from Manitoulin Ieland to the mainland, 
aid his explanations show that the removal would be decidedly ad- 
wantageous to the school. The Olurch ie prepared to secure a large 

tract of land on the shore of the Georgian Bay in the immediate 
wieinity of the Soo Line of the 0.P.R., and to Greet up to date 
buildings which will meet the requirements of the Department. The 
proposed new location would be sccessible at all seasons of the year 
while Wikwemikong ie practically out off from the outside world during 
the winter season. Pather Paruin ie anxious te have as early « 
reply as poesible as he contemplates commencing building operations 
thie Fall if the Department sanctions the tranefer of the School. 
The advantages in favor of Father Paquin's request for permission 
to remove the achoo] to the meinland are manifold and there are te 
apparent objections to the proposed change if the interest ef the 


Indians in the property at present set apart for echool purposes at 
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Wikwemikong is guarded. Lend was originally set apart for achool 
and mission purposes, and all the Ohurch wishes to retain is enough 
lend around the mission; the quantity would have to be settled 
between the diureb and the Department. If the Church agrees to 
thie and subsite plane for the proposed new building, as well as a 
plan of the lecation aslected, for the Department's approval, there 
would be no abjeotion to continuing the grant to the school on 
another site. The existing contract is only for five years and is 
subject to renewal but the Department should not be bound to renew 
it for an indefinite period.

No lavatory basins are indicated in the gymnas- 
jum, The number and kind of the sanitary fixtures should 
be shown on the plan, and, a@ in the case én the girls’ 
puilding, the system of ventilation is not shown, The 
specifications Completely covering the sanitary installation 
should be submitted to the Derartment for epproval. 

With the above mentioned exceptions the bulld- 
ings are satisfactory, but I wish to draw your at tention 
to the fact that buildings are being erected which will 
provide accommodation for many more pupils than are at 
present provided for by Parliamentary appropriation. You 
will understand that the provision of the necessary funds 
by Parliament must regulate the number to Datiiiiieaniam 
in the sehool at the expense of the Department and 1% 
would hardly feel disposed to increase the pupliage 
dumediately from the number now authorized to the muber 
which the school will accommodate.

Yr Pedley, 

The Rev. Father Paquin, Agent of the Wikwem- 
ikong Industrial school writeé the Deper tment asking author- 
ity to remove certain lumber and machinery in the work shop, 
saw mill and one of the barns which they wish to utélize 
in the new school they are goin to put up at Spanish River 
to replace the present echool at Wikwemikong. These build- 
ings wre put up and used in connection with the school 
and cde deanenen’s will still be made use of by the school. 

The Roman Catholic Missionaries heave slways 
had charge of the spiritual and educationel needs of the 
Wikwemikong Indians and have devoted time and money to 
christianize end educate them. The Wikwemikong Industriel 
school is the result of their practically unaided efforts 
Their reasons for now wishing to remove the Institution to 
the mainland were submitted to the Department, end received 
ite approvel. They intend constructiag an up-to-date resid- 
ential school building without asking grant from the Depart- 


ment, and it seems only fair that they should be allowed to 
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utilize the material in the buildings mentioned. 


The Indians have contributed nothing to the 


building or up-keep of the present echoel, and-ae the Roman 


Catholice will still maintain their miesion at Wikwemikong 
and will be within their rights in doing so. as some 200 
acres wes Aetcaprtiyéers ago for school and mission purposes, 
The Wikwemikong Indians will still share the bene- 
fite of the new school and I consider that the Department 
would be justified in authorizing the removal of the mater- 


ial and machinery above referred to.
